Reorganize Navy Department 

Reorganization of the Navy Depart 
ment to give greater impetus to the war 
effort by the creation of six new agencies 
to be headed by five vice admirals and 
probably a lieutenant general of the 
Marine Corps appeared in the immediate 
offing this week. Already the Navy De 
partment has set up one of the new agen 
cies to be known as Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations (Air) and assigned 
Rear Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics to head the new 
agency. 

According to reliable sources, the com 
plete reorganization of the Navy Depart 
ment will see the creation of five other 
agencies to be known as Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations (lersonnel), Assis 
tant Chief of Naval Operations (Ma 
teriel), Assistant Chief of Naval Opera 
tions (Coast Guard), Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations (Marine Corps) and 


Assistant Chief of Naval Operations 
(Services). 
The reorganization move was viewed 


as bringing under one office, that of Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations, which is head 
ed by Vice Adm. Frederick J. Horne, all 
agencies most directly concerned with the 
earrying on of our naval war. It is doubt 
ful that the basic bureau structure of 
the Navy Department will altered, 
however, it appears that by the creation 
of these new agencies considerable red 
tape can be eliminated and « more 
stream-lined organization created. 

One of the outstanding features of the 
reported reorganization the greater 
emphasis upon the importance of naval 
aviation. Already concepts of naval tac 
tics have been altered by the use of air 
power and it is reported that greater 
stress will be laid on the Navy's aircraft 
earrier construction program. 

Although the Navy has not announced 
the creation of any of the new agencies 
other than that of Assistant Chief of

Revise Navy Promotions 

Passed-over officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps who are scheduled to re 
tire on 30 June may be retained on the ac 
tive list under a plan being worked out in 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel. Although 
no figure could be obtained as to the num 
ber of officers due for compulsory retire 
ment because they have been twice passed 
over by Navy or Marine Corps selection 
boards, high officials stated that it is ex 
pected that a new modified selection sys 
tem would be adopted before 30 June, 

Although lacking an official directive, 
study over ways and means of establish 
ing a modified promotion system has been 
underway in the Bureau of Personnel for 
several weeks. This study is still in its 
preliminary stages, however it is fore- 
cast that a new system of temporary pro 
motion will be inaugurated even though 
promotion by selection will be continued. 


Officials are reluctant to predict the 
actual trend that the new promotion sys 


tem will take. However, it was unani 
mously agreed that the new promotion 


system will “not be as severe as under the 
present system.” One officer said that it 
was quite possible that the number of 
officers on the selection boards, when the 
new system is begun, will be reduced from 
nine to three. All were agreed, however, 
that a selection system of promotion 
must be maintained, 

It to be remembered that in five 
months of war, the Navy and Marine pro 
motion system has proved a failure, It 
has already been demonstrated that selec 
tion boards have made mistakes in pass 
ing over officers that later distinguished 
themselves in battle for their leadership, 
ability, courage, etc. In some instances the

pass-over by the boards which met this 
year, as has often been the case in the 
past, seemingly spelled the end to the 


military careers of some officers, for the 

selection law requires that officers twice 

passed over by selection boards be retired

Final Form of Pay Bill 
Debated by Conferees 


Members of the House and Senate 
Military Affairs Committees met late this 
week to iron out differences between the 
two houses as to the final form the ser 
vice pay bill, S. 2025 should take. 

Indications were that a conference re 
port would be ready for consideration by 
the respective Houses before the end of 
this coming week, so that the Johnson pay 
bill could be on its way to the White 
louse by the end of the week. It is pos- 
sible, therefore, that the bill could be law 
before 1 June, and thus become effective 
that date, 

More probable, however, is that final 
approval will not take place until after 
that date, so that the act will not become 
effective until 1 July. That date is certain 
to appeal to the accounting oflices of the 
services because it coincides with the be 
ginning of the 1945 fiscal year. 

Although the House added a number 
of amendments to 8, 2025, it appears that 
serious controversy will develop on only 
two counts, First is the House provision 
that the bill be effective only for the dura- 
tion of the war and for 12 months there 
after. The second is the proposal to pay 
enlisted men of the seventh grade $50 and 
men of the sixth grade $54 a month, The 
interdepartmental pay committee recom 
mended and the Senate approved $42 a 
month for privates and $48 for privates 
first class, 

Real concern of Congressional leaders 
is that these increases—-which add $175, 
000,000 a year to the cost of the bill based 
on strengths as of 1 Jan. 1942, and which 
will add much more as the armed forces 
ure expanded—-will result in veto of the 
meusure, 

There is strong reason to believe that 
the increases will result in failure of the 
bill, It known that Senate leaders 
went to the Budget Bureau last week to 
ascertain administration reactions to the 
basic private’s Increases, and though the 
result of their visit has not been revealed, 
it is known that they will make attempts 
in conference to reduce the increases to 
the Senate figures.

(Continued from First Page) 
at the end of the fiscal vear in which the 
second pass-over occurred, Tlowever, it 
is now expected that all these officers 
might be saved for future service. As to 
how this enn be accomplished, it is not 
known at this time, but it is presumed 
that the modification of the promotion 
system and the abandoning of permanent 
promotions for the duration of the war 
will entirely revoke that statute of the 
present promotion law that requires that 
these passed-over officers retire. 

With suspension of permanent promo- 
tions and substitution of temporary ad- 
vancement it will be a fairly easy matter 
to correct any errors of judgment that 
might have been made by the selection 
hoard. For under the proposed new sys- 
tem those officers selected by the stream- 
lined board for promotion will only be 
temporarily promoted, At any time their 
temporary advancement may be revoked 
and they revert back to their former rank. 
At the same time, officers not recom- 
mended for temporary promotion might 
later be promoted if their performance 
merits it. 

Another matter that has since the out- 
break of war given Bureau of Personnel 
officials numerous headaches and which 
is another vital renson for suspension of 
permanent promotions is that it is impos- 
sible to convene in Washington selection 
bourds having a membership with knowl- 
edge of recent performances of individual 
otlicers who may be serving on far-flung 
battlefronts. The assignment of officers 
as members of selection boards is another 
matter that is dificult under war condi- 
tions for it is almost impossible to bring 
to Washington officers who are needed 
aboard the fleet at sea. 

As to how promotions will be affected 
under the propesed system, it is difficult 
to say at this time. It is presumed, how- 
ever, that inasmuch as promotions will 
he of a temporary nature, recommenda- 
tions from commanding officers in the 
field will he the greatest single contribut- 
ing factor in the promotion of individuals, 
It was pointed out this week that under 
such a system as this, it would be an easy 
matter for the streamlined selection 
hoard os is indicated at this time, to con- 
sider these recommendations and make 
thelr nominations accordingly. 

Although nothing definite has vet arisen 
from the present study, it is believed that 
the study will be given added impetus 
within the next few weeks in order that 
it might be completed and recommenda- 
tions made in time to modify the present 
selection pelicy before passed-over  offi- 
cers are retired on 30 June. One official 
said that it is the plan to put the new 
policy in effect early in June. 








Would Lift MAC Ban 


Proposals to lift the ban on the pro- 
motion of Medica] Administrative Corps 
officers above the rank of captain and to 
provide the pay of their rank for 17 
MAC officers who were made majors are 
now under official War Department con 
sideration. It was authoritatively under 
stood that under the proposed plan MAC 
officers would be eligible for promotion 
to any rank for the duration of the war 
and six months thereafter. 

Under present provisions of law, MAC 
officers may not be promoted above the 
grade of captain. There are, however, 17 
of these officers who hold the rank of 
major; but their pay is limited by a 
Comptroller General’s decision to that of 
a captain, 

War Department officials recently ap 
pealed to the Comptroller General for a 


reconsideration of the pay provisions of | 


MAC officers. The fiscal officer adhered 
to a previous ruling and held that the 
pay of an MAC officer was not authorized 
above that of a captain. 

Therefore, it is presumed that if the 
War Department approves the plan it 
now has under consideration, it will go 
before Congress and request legislation 
authorizing the unrestricted promotion 
of MAC officers.

Fight on USMA Legislation 

A Congressional fight on two pieces of 
Military Academy legislation loomed this 
week, with insistence by the Senate that 
the original bill for increase of the mili 
tury academy be adopted, and with equal 
determination by the House that all Con 
gressional appointments to the academy) 
be reserved to Congressional appointees. 

The second bill, intended to prescribe 
pay and allowances of aviation cadets 
for academy cadets who undergo flight 
training, was finally reported by the 
House Military Affairs Committee after 
several weeks of bitter debate. 

At one point the bill, S. 2446, was about 
to be tabled by the House Committee but 
ranking Air Force officers appeared to 
urge that the cadets taking flight train 
ing be given the status of aviation cadets. 
As a result, the House group finally voted 
to report the bill, but amended it to pro 
vide that such cadets should receive the 
regular $65 a month, instead of the $75 
which is paid to aviation cadets. They 
maintained that two rates of pay for 
cadets would disrupt morale. When con- 
sideration of the measure was first be 
gun, Maj. Gen. Francis Wilby, superin 
tendent of the academy, urged that pay 
of all cadets be raised to $75 a month, 
but this proposal was rejected. As a re 
sult of the committee’s action, if it is 
ratified by the House and Senate, cadets 
will receive $65 whether they take flight 
training or not. Principal effect of the 
bill, therefore, will be to provide $10,009 
in free government insurance for the fly 
ing cadets. 

The academy increase bill is now in 
conference between the House and Sen 
ate. The Senate had passed a bi!l increas 
ing by one the number of appointments 
for each member of Congress and pro 
viding that vacancies existing when a 
academy class met should be filled by 
the academic board, which should ap- 
point qualified candidates, two-thirds of 
whom should be the qualified alternate 
candidates of Congressmen and one-third 
of whom should be youths who took the 
competitive “Presidential” tests but who 
did not receive regular appointments as 
members of that group. 

The House Military Committee re 
ported a similar bill to the House floor 
last week but it was amended on the 
floor to provide that where principal and 
all alternates of a Congressmen were re- 
jected, he should be given the option of 
naming new candidates within 10 days,

Action by the House came after th

Text of WAAC Executive 
Order 


ESTABLISHING A WOMEN’S ARMY 
AUXILIARY CORPS AND PROVID- 
ING FOR ITS ORGANIZATION 
INTO UNITS 
By virtue of and pursuant to the au- 
thority vested in me by the act en- 
titled “An Act to establish a Women's 
Army Auxiliary Corps for service with 
the Army of the United States,” ap- 
proved May 14, 1942 (Public Law 5, 
Chapter 312, 77th Congress), and in 
order to accomplish the purpose of 
said act, I do hereby establish a Wom- 
en's Army Auxiliary Corps for noncom- 
batant service with the Army of the 
United States for the purpose of fur- 
ther making available to the national 
defense the knowledge, skill, and spe- 
cial training of the women of this Na- 
tion; and do hereby authorize and di- 
rect the Secretary of War, as a first 
step in the organization of such Corps, 
to establish units thereof, of such 
character as he may determine to be 
necessary to meet the requirements of 
the Army, with the number of such 
units not exceed 100 and the total en- 

rollment not to exceed 25,000.

Navy WAC Bill in Doubt 

Indications that even the modified pro 
posal of the Navy Department for a 
Women’s Auxiliary Reserve will be un- 
acceptable to the Senate became apparent 
during hearings on the department's bill, 
S. 2527, this week. 

Members of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee expressed the view that two pro- 
visions of the bill might be inacceptable. 
One is the provision which permits women 
of the proposed corps to serve overseas, 
and the other is the provision which 
places the women in the Naval Reserve 
instead of with the Navy. 

The Army Women’s Auxiliary 
bill, now law, provides that the W. A. C. 
shall operate with the Army but shall not 
he a part of it. Members of the Senate 
Naval Committee felt that the Navy 
Women’s Auxiliary should be along simi- 
lar lines. 

The House recently passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill, H. R. GS07, creating a 
Women’s Naval Reserve. This bill was 
objected to by the Senate because it had 
no limits on size or rank of officers, would 
entitle the noncombatant members to the 
sume pension benefits as fighting officers 
and sailors, and did not make clear the 
duties of the reserve. 

As a result of these objections the Navy 
Department submitted a new bill, intro- 
duced as S$. 2527, which creates the 
Women’s Auxiliary Reserve as a part of 
the Naval Reserve, with several im 
portant exceptions. 

One of these is that officers shall exer 
cise command only in the corps. Only one 
officer of the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander may be appointed, not more than 
35 lieutenants may be named and not more 
than 25% of officers may be lieutenants 
(junior grade). 

Another is that members shall be en 
titled to the benefits of the Employees’ 
Compensation Act rather than to pension 
laws, 

A third is that members of the reserve 
shall be used only to replace male mem 
hers of the Naval Reserve who will be 
sent to sea. 

Testifying on the measure, Rear Adm. 
Randall Jacobs, Chief of Naval Person- 
nel stated that an incomplete survey in- 
dicated that 882 officers and 8,137 men 
could be relieved by W.A.R.’s. Although 
there is no limit on the size of the corps, 
he estimated that about 1,000 officers and 
8,000 to 10,000 enlisted “men” could be 
utilized to release males for sea duty. 
The women, he said, would be used in

clerical work, in coding, in photographic 
evaluation, as laboratory technicians, and 
in the aircraft detector service. 

In such capacities the women might be 
used abroad, but on shore duty only. The 


| bill prohibits assignment aboard ships or 
| combat aircraft.

Admiral Jacobs indicated that only 
college graduates would be accepted as 
otlicers. He stated that members of the 
corps would be trained in their duties at 
some large women’s college, not yet select- 
ed, 

Ile remained firm in his opinion that 
the W.A.R.’s should be an actual part of 
the Navy, even if they should be pro- 
hibited from serving overseas. 

Committee Chairman Walsh asked if 
men not physically qualified for ordinary 
service could not be utilized in the posi- 
tions in which it was proposed to employ 
the women, but Admiral Jacobs stated 
that the demands of the jobs called for 
physically perfect persons, for working 
“24 hours at a time.” 

Senator Willis, of Ind., voicing objec- 
tions of the Coast Guard which has a 
voluntary auxiliary, asked that the name 
of the corps be changed, and Navy offi- 
clals agreed that “Women’s Auxiliary Re- 
serve” could well be altered to “Women’s 
Reserve Corps.” 

Senator Brewster insisted that if both 
the Army and the Navy were to have 
women’s corps, they should be organized 
along the same lines.

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Army To Give “A” Awards 

The War Department on 17 May 1942, 
announced creation of an Army “A” 
award to be given plants and workers of 
outstanding performance in production. 
The “A” flag is of red wool bunting and 
bears the head, breast and shoulder of the 
American eagle in gold, on a blue field, 
framed in a white circle, A large capital 
letter “A” in white is adjacent to the 
eagle. White stars, each five inches in 
diameter, will be placed in a vertical line 
parallel to and adjacent to the staff of 
the pennant to represent additional 
awards. A button depicting practically 
the same will be given the workers. 
Quality and quantity are prime requisites 
in winning this award, but they will be 
aided by (1) overcoming of production 
obstacles, (2) avoidance of stoppages, 
(3) maintenance of fair labor standards, 
(4) training other labor forces, (5) effeec- 
tive management, (6) a record of acci- 
dent prevention as well as health, sanita- 
tion and plant production, and (7) utili- 
zation of subcontracting facilities. 

Under Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson named as committeemen to have 
charge of these awards the following: Lt. 
Gen. William 8S. Knudsen, Director of 
Production, chairman; Maj. Gen, Charles

| Rank for Army Commissions 


The War Department is preparing or- 
| ders which will entitle temporarily pro- 
moted officers to rank from the date 
their promotion orders are issued, in- 
stead of from the date they accept their 
appointments. 

The new step is necessary in view of 
the fact that many officers are so situ- 
ated that weeks must elapse before they 
can accept their commissions. This re- 





suits not only in a loss of pay, but com- 
plicates accounts of disbursing officers 
tremendously. 

The new regulation will insure that 
every officer promoted temporarily will 
receive pay of his new rank from the 


| date his promotion order is published. 


The order does not apply to nersons 
tendered commissions in the Regular 
Army or in components of the Army of 
the United States. These new appointees, 
as at present. will rank from the date 
they execute the acceptance of their com- 
missions. 





Gen. Wesson to Retire 


Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief 
of Ordnance, will be retired from active 
service on 31 May 1942, after more than 
45 years of service. During his term of 
office as Chief of Ordnance, which began 
in June, 1988, General Wesson has been 
charged with the task of administering 
the Army’s transition from a peace-time 
to a war-time ordnance program. 


General Wesson was born in St. Louis, Mo., 
on 23 July 1878. He was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy on 15 June 
1896, and was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant of Cavalry. His early service included 
duty with the 8th Cavairy, Columbia Bar- 
racks, and Camp R. 8. Machenzie, Cuba. 


Upon his return to the United States in 
February, 1902, General Wesson served at 
Fort Riley, Kansas, and later was assigned 
as instructor in the Department of Philoso- 
phy at the Military Academy. On 1 July 1907, 
he was detailed to the Ordnance Department, 
and served at Sandy Hook Proving Ground 
and Waterviiet Arsenal until July 1910, after 
which he attended the Ordnance Schoo) of 
Technology. 

After graduation from the Ordnance School 
he served at Watertown Arsenal, Massachu- 
setts from August 1911, to October 1918, Dur 
ing this period General Wesson was abroad 
on a tour of observation from June to 15 Sept. 
1914, In Sheffield, England, 

On 25 Oct. 1918, he sailed for Europe and 
was placed in charge of Construction and 
Maintenance of Ordnance, A. EK. F., with sta- 
tion at Tours, France. He was assigned to 
command the Ordnance Repair Shops at 
Mehun-sur-Yevre on 5 July 1919. Upon his re 
turn to the United States in September, 1919, 
while serving in the temporary grade of 
colonel, he resigned his commission. 

General Wesson returned to the Army on 
3 Aug. 1920, having been commissioned a 
major of Ordnance, and served in the Office 
of the Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C., 
until 1 July 1924. He was graduated from 
the Army War College on 30 June 1925, and 
was assigned to duty as Commanding Officer, 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., where he 
served until 18 Feb. 1929. 

General Wesson served as Assistant Mili 
tary Attache, London, from April 1929, until 
Sept. 1930, when he returned to the United 
States to serve as Chief of the Technical Staff, 
Office of the Chief of Ordnance, He returned 
to Aberdeen Proving Ground as Commanding 
Officer in July 1934, where he remained until 
his appointment as Chief of Ordnance. 

General Wesson was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal with the following 
citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
guished services. As Commanding Officer, 
Watertown Arsenal, Massachusetts, from 
January to October 1918, by his indefatigable 
energy, great administrative ability and 
thorough technical knowledge he planned, 
erected, equipped and brought to a highly 
efficient working basis a new factory for the 
manufacture of 240-mm howitzer carriages as 
well as new forging plant for large caliber 
guns—a definite contribution to the military 
power of the nation. From November 1918, 
until August 1919, as Commanding Officer of 
the Ordnance Base Repair Shops at Mehun- 
sur-Yevre, France, he again rendered highly 
meritorious service in a position of great re- 
sponsibility in salvaging Ordnance material 
valued at millions of dollars and prepared it 
properly for shipment to the United States.” 

He also received the French Order of the

eral John Joseph Pershing.” An exnendi- 
ture of money not to exceed $5,000,000 
was recuested. 

The Pointer article, authored by Cadets 
Mike B. Davis and Felix A. Kalinski, 
traces the history of the proposal since 
that date and points out that each suc- 
ceeding Superintendent, Maj. Gen. Jay L. 
Benedict, Maj. Gen. Robert L. Eichel- 
berger and now Maj. Gen. Francis R. 
Wilby has strongly advocated erection of 
the memorial. 

Explaining that the war has necessar- 
ily postponed construction of the edifice, 
the article concludes, “There is no doubt 
in our minds that this building will be 
erected, a fitting memorial to General 
John Joseph Pershing under whose bril- 
liant guidance our forces swept to victory 
in the first World War; and to the sung 
and unsung heroes of both the first and 
the present World Wars to whom an un- 
payable debt of gratitude is owed by all 
of America.” 

The memorial hall as suggested would 
be of Gothic type, and would combine a 
ballroom, theatre, restaurant and trophy 
room, The ballroom would hold 5,000 per- 
sons, permitting the entire Corps to be 
present at a hop at the same time, impos- 
sible with present facilities. 





Invoke May Act 


Secretary of War Stimson this week 
for the first time in the current war 
placed the May Anti-Prostitution law 
into effect by making prostitution sub- 
ject to control by Army authorities in 27 
counties adjacent to Camp Forrest, Tenn. 

The War Department announcement of 
the invocation of the anti-prostitution 
edict said that: “it is needful to the ef- 
ficiency, health, and welfare of the Army 
to restrain and prevent commission of 
the offenses defined in the said Act (Pub- 
lic Law 163—77th Congress).” 

The area defined by the War Depart- 
ment lies within the following counties 
of Tennessee: Bedford, Bledsoe, Cannon, 
Cheatham, Coffee, Davidson, Dekalb, 
Dickson, Franklin, Giles, Grundy, Lin- 
coln, Marion, Marshall, Maury, Moore, 
Putnan, Robertson, Rutherford, Sequat- 
chie, Smith, Sumner, Van Buren, Warren, 
White, Williamson and Wilson.. 





Martial Law in Hawaii 


Discussion as to the legality of the 
operation of martial law in Hawaii has 
been provoked as a result of an article 
by J. Garner Anthony, prominent Hono- 
lulu attorney, in The California Law Re- 
view, which protests that convicted per- 
sons have no right of appeal even to the 
death penalty and that it violates the 
Fifth and Sixth amendments to the Con 
stitution. 


(The Fifth Amendment assures due 
process of law, while the Sixth Amend- 
ment assures the defendant of right 


to trial by jury and the further right to 
confront witnesses against him. ) 

Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons, command- 
ing general, Hawaiian Department, an- 
swers this charge by citing the Hawaii 
Organic Act, which authorizes the Civil 
Governor to call on the military com- 
mander in the event of “anticipated or 
threatened invasion.” This was done, 
when Governor J. B. Poindexter, by 
proclamation, asked that martial law be 
invoked on 7 Dec.

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Navy Promotion Committee 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week appointed Senators Ralph O. 
Brewster, Me.; Peter G. Gerry, R. L.; 
and Scott W. Lucas, Ill.; as a standing 
sub-committee to confer with representa- 
tives of the Navy Department on all 
future recommendations by the Depart- 
ment for permanent advancements in 
rank of Naval personnel who have been 
cited for conspicuous gallantry in action. 
In the future the Navy Department be- 
fore sending formal nominations for ad- 
vancement on the promotion list as a 
form of award for gallantry or intre- 
pidity in action will consult with the com- 
mittee. 

The Senate recently confirmed the 
nominations of Lt. William L. Kabler 
and Lt. (fg) Edward H. O’Hare, both of 
whom were advanced 30 numbers in rank 
for eminent and conspicuous conduct in 
battle. Action on both nominations how- 
ever, was withheld for some time by the 
Senate in order that a study might be 
made of this promotion policy and a 
statement from the Navy Department as 
to the extent officials intended to use this 
form of award. 

Senator Walsh, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Naval Affairs Committee, stated re- 
cently that the procedure of nominating 
officers for advancement on the Promo- 
tion lists might result in unfair treat- 
ment to officers not advanced and lead 
to other complications. 

It is presumed that the work of the 
newly appointed sub-committee will be to 
assure that position of regular officers 
on the promotion lists are not jeopardized 
by advancement of officers below them 
on the promotion lists and to iron out 
other difficulties that might arise by this 
form of award for gallantry in action.

Sub Skipper Saves Millions 


Stealing past enemy shore batteries un- 
der the cover of darkness, a United States 
submarine entered Manila Bay just be- 
fore the fall of Corregidor and brought 
out untold millions of dollars in gold, 
silver and securities. These belonged to 
the Philippine Commonwealth as well as 
to banks, mines and residents of the is- 
lands, according to a Navy Department 
announcement. 

This mission was carried out early in 
February by Lt. Comdr. Frank W. Fen- 
no, jr., USN, of 67 Main Street, West- 
minster, Mass. The ship had gone there 
with a load of explosives that enabled 
the garrison to hold off their Japanese 
assailants. For this valorous duty, Com- 
mander Fenno received the Distiaguished 
Service Cross and his officers and men 
the Silver Star. Presentation was made 
in the name of President Roosevelt on 
20 March, 1942, by Lt. Gen. Delos Em- 
mons, USA, Commanding General of the 
Hawaiian Department. 

The valuables had been gathered by 
workers under Woodbury Willoughby, fi- 
nancial adviser to High Commissioner 
Francis B. Sayre. While Japanese avia- 
tors rained shells on the islands, these 
valuables were secretly removed from 
Manila to Corregidor. Then, out of the 
water nosed the submarine commanded 
by Commander Fenno and unloaded its 
eargo of explosives. He readily agreed 
to take from Corregidor the shipload of 
riches. Ton upon ton of gold and silver 
were loaded at night when, strangely 
enough, no Japanese airmen made their 
appearance. 

After the submarine had been safely 
packed with the metals, she slipped past 
the Japanese batteries at about 4 a.m., 
submerged at a point three miles out, lay 
there during the daylight hours, and 
after dark returned to the surface to 
meet the Navy auxiliary with additional 
securities. Then she headed for a base 
in the Pacific where a rendezvous had 
been arranged with a cruiser which car- 
ried the shipment to safety. It is now in

F the joint Army and Navy report on the “Progress of the War,” which we publish 

textually on another page, is to be the forerunner of like documents to be issued 
from time to time, a useful service will be rendered, helpful both to military and 
civilian morale. No one can question the ability of the American people to take it 
and Ike it, no matter how serious a tragedy may be, They have the spirit to rise above 
defeat, and with greater determination work the harder to wrest victory from it. 
The story of the past six months as related by the report, is one of grimness and 
sorrow, but it is highlighted by achievements and by deeds of valor which dem- 
onstrate that the generation of today possesses the qualities of courage and determina- 
tion that marked their forefathers of the Revolution and the wars and pioneering 
activities in which they engaged. The report is found lacking by critics in failure to 
reveal the actual damage sustained at Pearl Harbor, in the Philippines and the South- 
west Pacific, But in these days of plane and submarine observation, and radio com- 
munication of intelligence, it would be folly to release facts until absolutely safe to 
do so. No one will question that if the Japanese had been fully advised as to the damage 
they wrought at Pearl arbor, they would have renewed their attack. But, happily, 
ignorance stayed their hand, and the six months which have elapsed since that event 
have enabled us to replace and reenforce our air strength and to repair most of the 
ships, and should they appear now they would do so at terrible cost to their forces. 
The report also is criticised for failure to tell how the Japanese gained air supremacy 
in the Philippines, but the answer lies in the proximity of Formosa and the local con- 
centration possible of an objective. Critics again point to the delay of our confirma- 
tion of the losses the United Nations sustained in the battle of the Java Sea. Such 
delay was inevitable in view of the time taken by escaping ships to reach an Australian 
port. If there will be taken into account the imperative necessity of withholding 
information until danger to our task forces shall have been averted, it will be under- 
stood why the War and Navy Departments pursue a policy of silence for a brief 
period. Anxious as they are to get facts, the people must learn to be patient, and 
give no heed toe rumors which usually emanate from enemy agents. They may rest 
assured that through official communiques, they will get the truth. And in addition 
they should be supplied with periodic reports, such as that which has been issued. 


HE Army welcomes the Women’s Auxiliary Corps which soon will be serving 

with it as a new uniformed organization, supplementing the work of the fight- 
ing forces. The corps does not supplant any existing unit nor does it take over the 
duties of any individuals. Rather it gives added impetus to the Army’s task by sup- 
plying assistance not now available. It is due to the vision and persistence of the 
Congresswoman from Massachusetts, Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers, that the corps 
has come into being. More than a year ago, months before our entry into the war, 
Mrs. Rogers began to press her plan, Continuously emphasizing the value of women 
for non-combatant service Mrs. Rogers finally induced Departmental approval, and 
on 20 January Secretary Stimson so advised Congress. Back of Mrs. Rogers’ efforts 
was a keen knowledge of military conditions here and abroad as well as an under- 
standing of the capabilities of women and the part they can play in the war. Wisely, 
General Marshall assigned Mrs. William P. Hobby, chief of the Women’s Interest Sec- 
tion of the Bureau of Public Relations, to work with the General Staff on studying the 
plans for the proposed corps and subsequently the President appointed her as Di- 
rector of the Corps. Soon trained uniformed women will take their places at Army 
stations. Their talents will be employed throughout the service in connection with 
the operation of the Aircraft Warning Service, and with other branches, doing work 
as clerks, telephone operators, welfare workers, dieticians and the many other types 
of duties for which they are particularly well fitted. We predict the new corps will 
quickly demonstrate its worth and will expand beyond its initial strength of 25,000.

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U. S. Official War Communiques 


Joint Army and Navy War Review 

The Army and Navy on 17 May 1942, issued 
the following war review: 

On 7 Dee. 1941, while diplomatic negotia- 
tions were in progress in Washington, the 
Japanese made a series of surprise air at- 
tacks on naval vessels and military and naval 
installations in and near Pearl Harbor, Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii. These attacks resulted in 
the sinking of several naval vessels and se- 
rious damage to several others. In addition, 
a number of Army and Navy combat planes 
were destroyed at various airfields in Hawaii, 
and many buildings, including barracks, 
hangars and repair shops, were wrecked. 

While these attacks were still in progress 
and accordance with joint plans, the Army 
and Navy took immediate steps to meet the 
situation. A considerable portion of the 
Navy was then engaged, as it had been for 
several months, in convoying American ves- 
sels carrying troops and supplies to our out- 
lying bases and supplies to other countries 
under the provisions of the Lend-Lease Act. 
The existence of a state of war required a 
strengthening of these convoys and in some 
cases the use of Army bombers to furnish 
additional protection. 

Shortly after the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
a large force of Japanese land-based aircraft 
bombed the Philippine Islands. This attack 
had been expected in the event of war and, 
as a security measure, steps had been taken 
by the Army to reinforce the Philippine gar- 
rison in trained troops and modern materiel 
prior to 7 December. These reinforcements 
had been under way since late spring of 1941, 
and between August and the outbreak of the 
war sizable augmentations in aircraft, mod- 
ern artillery, and tanks had been sent. Fur- 
ther reinforcements were on the high seas en- 
route when the attack came and these trans- 
ports were ordered to alter course for Aus- 
tralia, Proceeding under naval escort they ar- 
rived safely and formed a nucleus for the 
American forces subsequently dispatched to 
that country. 

We had several small outposts in the 
Western Pacific which were held by slender 
defense forces made up entirely of Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel. These included the 
Islands of Midway, Wake and Guam. After 
a gallant resistance the defenses of Wake 
were overcome by the enemy. Guam, after a 
similar gallant defense, also fell into enemy 
hands. Midway Island still remains in our 
possession. 

Four days after the Japanese attack on 
Pear! Harbor, Germany and Italy declared 
war upon the United States, This immediate- 
ly involved the nation in a conflict global in 
extent and involving strategic considerations 
unique in the history of this country. It ne- 
cessitated the immediate garrisoning on a 
war basis of outposts extending from Alaska 
to Australia in the Pacific Ocean and from 
Iceland to South America in the Atlantic. 
During the first three weeks of the war, and 
in conformity with previous plans, approxi- 
mately 600,000 American troops were moved 
to battle stations, many of them thousands 
of miles distant, across the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie Oceans, under navai escort, through sub- 
marine infested waters. Others went to our 
island bases in the Atlantic and Pacific, to the 
Canal Zone and to Alaska. A primary factor 
in the rapid movement of large numbers of 
troops and supplies overseas was the func- 
tioning of the ports of embarkation which 
had been established prior to the beginning 
of the war, Organized for the purpose of 
expediting overseas shipments, these ports of 
embarkation were handling, even prior to 7 
December, tonnage greater in volume than 
the vast amount required during the World 
War. Also, careful staff planning and the ef- 
ficient cooperation of the entire American 
railroad system permitted the rapid move- 
ment within the United States of thousands 
of troops by rail from training areas in the 
central part to strategic points on both 
coasts. In addition, there existed the urgent 
requirement of maintaining channels of sea 
and air communications throughout’ the 
world in order that preparations for offensive 
action could be undertaken. 

Immediately becoming the focus of inter- 
est from the American viewpoint, the defense 
of the Philippine Islands presented a compli- 
cated problem, Located upon Japan's door- 
step, within bombing range by land-based 
aircraft from Japanese bases on the coast of 
China and Formosa, at a distance easily sus- 
ceptible to movements of large bodies of 
troops by ship from Japan, the Philippines 
were placed in a state of virtual siege from 
the outset under Japanese dominance of the 
sea and air. 

Plans for the defense of the Philippines 
which had been currently revised from year 
to year anticipated that in the event of a war 
with Japan, the islands would be attacked by 
superior numbers, The American land forces 
there consisted of a relatively small number 
of trained American troops and Philippine 
Scouts augmented by a considerable number 
of soldiers in the partially developed Army 
of the Philippine Commonwealth. The naval 
force in Far Eastern waters consisted of a 
relatively small number of cruisers, destroy- 
ers, submarines and auxiliary vessels. The 








naval strength of the United Nations in the 
Orient was further depleted during the first 
few days of the fighting by the loss of the 
British capital ships “Prince of Wales” and 
“Repulse.” 

Convoyed by a fleet which included capital 
ships and airplane carriers, the Japanese dis- 
patched a powerful expeditionary force to the 
Philippine Islands. After several feints and 
abortive attempts at widely separated points, 
they were able to land troops in the northern 
and southern extremities of Luzon. These 
landings enabled them to seize airfields from 
which their bombardment and pursuit avia- 
tion could operate against our installations. 
Subsequently, during the dark of the moon 
and in the face of determined resistance by 
our defense forces and submarines, the enemy 
landed in numbers at Lingayen Gulf, north- 
west of Manila. About two-thirds of the sub- 
marines of the Asiatic Fleet were used to 
oppose these landing operations and in spite 
of strong anti-submarine measures, they suc- 
ceeded in sinking a number of enemy vessels 
and troop-laden landing barges. Heavy 
bombardment aircraft which had been ferried 
to the Philippines prior to the war also took 
a heavy toll, It was only by sheer weight of 
numbers and in the face of heavy casualties 
that the Japanese were able to land and push 
back our beach defenses. 

Long-standing tactical studies of Luzon in- 
dicated the peninsula of Bataan, adjacent to 
the fortified island of Corregidor, as the ter- 
rain most suited for prolonged defense, Al- 
though this plan involved evacuation of the 
city of Manila, the retention of the fortified 
approaches to Manila Bay denied the use of 
the Philippines’ greatest port to an invader 
as long as Corregidor held. The operations 
then resolved themselves into the matter of 
delaying the Japanese advance to the final de- 
fensive position and making it as costly as 
possible. This movement was skillfully ac- 
complished by the American Filipino forces 
under General MacArthur’s command. 

As the carefully timed withdrawal towards 
Bataan Péninsula progressed, landing fields 
for heavy bombardment airplanes became un- 
available and these airplanes were sent to 
Australia, The Navy bombers were sent to 
the Netherlands Indies. Although beset with 
difficulties, these Army and Navy aircraft 
were able, by operating from the new bases, 
to continue the support of the Philippines. 
However, with the enemy in local control of 
the air, Manila Bay was rendered insecure 
for ships of any type and submarines could 
not be serviced, so Admiral Hart withdrew 
the remainder of the Asiatic Fleet to the 
south, leaving behind a few auxiliary vessels 
and several small, but highly effective, motor 
torpedo boats. Covered by the guns of Cor- 
regidor and other harbor defenses, the small 
craft controlled the waters of Manila Bay and 
the fast torpedo boats constituted an im- 
portant element in the Philippine defense by 
exacting a heavy toll on Japanese shipping. 
Many of the vessels which were withdrawn to 
the south were subsequently engaged in the 
battle of the Java Sea. The few pursuit air- 
craft which were able to operate from Bataan 
gave a remarkable account of themselves and 
on one occasion made a devastating bombing 
attack on Japanese shipping and installations 
in Subic Bay, though the planes had not been 
constructed for this purpose. 

Ustablished in his defensive position on 
Bataan Peninsula, General MacArthur was 
able to stabilize his front and beat off re- 
peated and determined attacks which the 
Japanese made in strong numbers. However, 
the tightly drawn naval and air screen 
which the Japanese were able to place around 
the island of Luzon made delivery of food 
and ammunition to the American forces dif- 
ficult. With respect to food, the problem was 
further complicated by the presence on Ba- 
taan of thousands of noncombatants who had 
moved into the areas with the American 
forces. In January the effect of the blockade 
was felt and the Bataan garrison was placed 
on half rations and all necessary steps taken 
to conserve the ammunition supply. Deter- 
mined efforts were made to move supplies to 
the Philippines from Australia and other 
places, Some naval vessels and some blockade 
runners succeeded in getting through with 
food and ammunition, but for every ship that 
succeeded in running the blockade, two were 
sunk by enemy action. As time progressed, 
the Japanese blockade, operating in central 
Philippine waters, was so tightened that it 
became almost impossible to move the sup- 
plies accumulated in Mindanao and the Vi- 
sayan Islands to our beleaguered forces on 
Bataan. 

For more than three months the defenders 
of Bataan reinforced by Marines and blue- 
jackets held out against every type of on- 
slaught by the Japanese. Fighting side by 
side, Americans and Filipinos alike met these 
attacks with a determination and unity of 
spirit which Japanese superiority in men and 
materiel could not overcome, Due to heavy 
casualties and his inability to advance, the 
enemy was required to move to the Philip- 
pines additional combat units which had been 
scheduled for action elsewhere. With these 
fresh troops, he was able, through the prodig- 
ious use of aircraft, tanks and artillery fire, 
to keep the weary defenders under constant 
harassment day and night. Finally, reduced 








to 15 ounces of food per day for several 
weeks, the defenders became so weakened by 
exhaustion from the heavy fighting and con- 
tinuous infiltration that they were physically 
unable to carry through a last desperate 
counter-attack and were overwhelmed. How- 
ever, small portions of this force were with- 
drawn to the island of Corregidor during the 
last hours of the epic struggle. 

With the fall of Bataan, the defense of the 
island of Luzon entered upon a final phase. 
Corregidor and the other island forts at the 


entrance to Manila Bay were subjected to 
continuous air and artillery attacks. Cor- 
regidor was bombarded day and night by 


enemy aircraft and by hostile batteries from 
the north and south shores of Manila Bay. 
The morale of the defenders was high and 
Corregidor was held with the same grim de- 
termination as was Bataan. However, the 
devastating artillery and air attacks, com- 
bined with a shortage of food and ammuni- 
tion, sealed the fate of the brave garrison. 
The enemy on the night of 5 May, made a 
successful landing attack and after several 
hours of savage fighting the forts capitulated. 

The defense of the Philippines will stand 
as an epic of the fortitude and tenacity of the 
American soldier and his Filipino brother-in- 
arms. From a practical viewpoint, it demon- 
strated the comparative weakness of the 
Japanese as an individual fighter. This fea- 
ture alone forbodes disaster for the enemy 
Japanese in the future when the battle is met 
on terms approaching equality. 

An outstanding feature of the defense of 
the Philippines has been the fortitude and 
gallantry of the Filipinos themselves in the 
defense of their homeland. The singular 
bravery with which not only the soldiers, but 
the entire Filipino people, have conducted 
themselves in this time of trial has been a 
constant source of admiration for the Amer- 
ican soldiers and the entire American nation. 

The Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 7 De- 
cember 1941, transformed over night the 
American outlook with respect to world af- 
fairs. In fact, at the time of the Japanese 
attack, our announced purpose was hemis- 
phere defense and only Regular Army troops, 
which constituted a small proportion of our 
growing military establishment, were permit- 
ted by law to be moved outside the western 
hemisphere except to our own territory. In 
engaging in an amphibious war, world-wide 
in extent, tremendous distances, both by air 
and by sea immediately become a primary 
factor. The American concept of conducting 
a war has always been and will continue to be 
offensive in nature. Sound military policy 
requires the concentration of all available re- 
sources on a main effort with the maximum 
economy of forces in secondary theaters. This 
situation may result in apparent reverses 
which are, within the large strategic picture, 
actually successes. 

During the preparatory phase for offensive 
action, both the Army and the Navy have 
carried out a number of successful thrusts 
which will have a lasting effect upon the 
strategic situation. The Navy has conducted 
spectacular raids on Japanese installations 
and shipping in the Marshall and Gilbert Is- 
lands, at Wake and Marcus Islands and in the 
Lombok and Makassar Straits. In this latter 
action against numerically superior enemy 
forces, various units of our Asiatic Fleet dis- 
rupted a large-scale landing operation on the 
coast of Borneo sinking many transports and 
damaging a number of enemy war vessels, 
with no loss of ships and only minor injuries 
to our personnel. Combined American and 
Australian land-based air forces participated 
in a highly successful joint operation which 
severely crippled Japanese shipping and shore 
facilities at two ports on the Island of New 
Guinea, The Army Air Force has carried out 
raids on Japanese shipping and on shore in- 
stallations in the Philippines, the Netherlands 
Indies, the Bay of Bengal, and the Japanese 
homeland, itself, while our submarines in the 
Far East and in the Southwest Pacific have 
repeatedly struck at the enemy, damaging 
and sinking many naval vessels, merchant 
vessels and transports. In Burma, Chinese 
forces under the command of Lieutenant 
General Stilwell upset the Japanese time 
table in that area. 

Early in May a Task Force of the Pacific 
Fleet, assisted by Army reconnaissance 
planes and bombers and several United Na- 
tions’ naval units engaged a Japanese naval 
force in the Coral Sea. Severe losses were 
inflicted on the enemy and what appeared to 
be an attempt at further invasion ended in a 
withdrawal of the enemy forces. 

A most encouraging feature since the begin- 
ning of the war has been the rapid manner 
in which machinery has been established for 
the efficient prosecution of the war. This 
commenced with reorganizational changes, 
both within the Army and the Navy, pro- 
gresses through closer coordination of joint 
operations between the Army and the Navy, 
and reaches its peak in machinery established 
for close collaboration among the United Na- 
tions. Both the War and the Navy Depart- 
ments have been reorganized since 7 Decem.- 
ber with a view to eliminating delay and ex- 
pediting administrative procedure. In the 
War Department, the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff has been materially reduced in size 
and most of its administrative duties have 
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been transferred to other divisions, The 
heads of the three major divisions of the 
Army, the Army Air Forces, the Ground 
Forces, and the Services of Supply, r 
directly to General George C. Marshall, the 
Chief of Staff, and relieve him of an enormong 
burden of administrative duties. Similarly 
the reorganization of the Navy Department 
has combined the office of the Chief of Naya 
Operations with that of the Commander-ip. 
Chief of the U. S. Fleet. This position o 
highest naval command is held by Admirg 
E. J. King. The Chief of Staff, U. 8S, Fy 
and the Vice Chief of Naval Operations, act. 
ing directly under the Commander-in-Chief, 
relieve him of many administrative duties ang 
leave him free for the strategic direction of 
naval combat units. 

On all of our far-flung battle fronts the 
Army and the Navy are cooperating to the 
closest possible degree. The principle of unity 
of command has been put into effect in ey, 
theater of operation. In the Southwest Pg. 
cific General MacArthur has been placed {py 
supreme command of the land, air, and geg 
forces of the United Nations. In the Pacifie 
Area, military and naval forces are under the 
command of Admiral Nimitz, Commander-ip. 
Chief of the Pacific Fleet. In the Panama 
Canal and the immediate adjacent areag, the 
Army has control of military and naygj 
forces. In the Eastern Caribbean, all military 
and naval forces are under the Navy. In the 
defense of the Atlantic and Pacific coagta) 
frontiers, the efforts of the Army and the 
Navy are completely unified. 

With respect to collaboration among the 
United Nations, tremendous progress hag 
been made as compared to the World War, 
Three weeks after the beginning of the pres- 
ent war, in conjunction with a visit of the 
Prime Minister of England and the leading 
members of the British Army, Navy, and Alr 
Forces in Washington, machinery was estab- 
lished that will insure complete unity of pur. 
pose on the part of the nations concentrating 
their efforts on the defeat of the Axis powers, 
The existing machinery also permits collab- 
oration with the members of the British Com- 
monwealth and other powers which have dedi- 
cated their efforts towards achieving this 
purpose. 

During the first five months of American 
participation in the war we have met reverses 
and have enjoyed some successes, but the 
unity of purpose of the American people and 
their grim determination to avenge the foul 
blow of 7 December and rid the world of mill- 
taristic aggressors cannot be denied and will, 
in the end, prove the righteousness of the 
cause to which the United Nations have so 
unstintingly dedicated their man-power, 
their resources and their futures.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Further indication that the relations of the Vichy Government and 
the United Nations have reached the point of crisis is furnished by the tone 
of the Laval protest against our demands regarding the French Antilles and Guiana, 
the clash between British and French planes in Algerian waters, and the anti-air- 
craft fire directed by batteries against unidentified planes, presumably British, which 
passed over Vichy. Laval employed the usual patter of violation of sovereign rights, 
objected to our “offensive attitude,” charged that we had committed “a grave error 
in psychology,” and claimed that transfer of French merchantmen in West Indian 
waters would be in violation of the terms of the French-Axis Armistice. However, he 
reiterated that the existing engagements respecting immobilization of warships 
would be respected, declared his Government would never aecept responsibility for an 
act that might jeopardize relations with us, and agreed to negotiations through the 
intermediation of Admiral Robert. Our Government takes the position that it is 
respecting French sovereign rights, since we are pledged to observe those rights, and 
that as Laval’s Ministry has announced its intention to pursue a policy of wider 
collaboration with the Axis Powers, which makes a mockery of the armistice, we 
are justified in requiring the demobilization of French warships and planes, and in 
taking over under an equitable arrangement French freighters, and, for the same 
reason, are not willing to negotiate with Vichy but only with Admiral Robert as the 
high plenipotentiary power. 

There have been clashes in the past between the British, including the battle 
at Oran, the attack on Dakar, the bombing of a French freighter in the harbor of 
Sfax, and the occupation of Madagascar. These incidents have accentuated Vichy 
resentment against the British and have produced protests, The British were sharp- 
ly denounced by Marshal Petain for the bombing of factories in the vicinity of Paris 
and elsewhere. Now has come the action between British and French planes in Al- 
gerian waters, and this at a time when there is in progress a campaign in both the 
occupied and unoccupied zones of France directed at participation in the war against 
Britain. Such participation would mean war with us, for Secretary Hull recently an- 
nounced that the enemy of any United Nation would be our enemy. The French re- 
alize in view of the sizable reenforcements we have dispatched, and wil] continue to 
dispatch to the United Kingdom, that the time will come when a Second Front will be 
established on Continental Europe, perhaps in France, and the campaign inaugurated 
with the consent of Laval, doubtless contemplates cooperation of French forces with 
the Germans and Italians. That such resistance would by no means be general is 
shown by the propaganda to further it, which is being employed. 

It now develops that the planes which appeared over Vichy were on no hostile 
mission, although Laval so interprets their flight. Their job, and they performed it, 
was to scatter leaflets among the French people so they would know that the United 
Nations have no intention of annexing any of their colonies. The leaflets contained 
reprints of the President’s assurances in this regard, and explained why, for France 
itself, the Axis be denied use of the colonies. By this measure, we have countered the 
charge of aggression which Laval and the Axis are emphasizing. Laval’s claim that 
we have made a grave error in psychology undoubtedly is due to his fear that our 
action in informing the French people of the truth, is proving effective. 

Another proof of Pan-American solidarity was furnished this week by Pana- 
manian lease to us of numerous defense areas for the period of the war and one 
year thereafter. Describing the agreement as “an important contribution” to the 
security of the Canal and the Hemisphere, the State Department stressed the mutual- 
ity of the concessions made. Except for the Rio Hato Air base, some 80 miles from 
Panama City, the Department did not reveal the location of the areas we have tem- 
porarily acquired. We will pay Panama $10,000 annually for Rio Hato, $1 annually 
for all other public lands involved, and $50 per hectare annually for private property 
we will occupy. We will complete certain strategic highways at our own expense, 
bear one-third of the cost of maintenance of roads frequently used by our troops, 
withdraw the Panama Canal railroad from real estate operations in Panama and 
Colon, deliver to Panama the waterworks and sewage systems within her jurisdic- 
tion, and liquidate her indebtedness arising from the construction of the strategic 
Rio Hato-Chorera highway. 

Mexico, too, is observing the Pan-American policy as shown by the sharp atti- 
tude it has adopted toward the Axis Powers as a result of submarine sinking of 
vessels flying her flag in the Caribbean Sea. There is a rising demand in Congress 
for a formal declaration of war. It is clear from the news coming to us from the 
countries south of the Rio Grande that they will not tolerate acts which violate their 
sovereignty, and which demonstrate that the Axis does not hesitate to destroy their 
ships and murder their seamen. The nations which occupy a fictional neutral status 
feel they are justified in trading with the United States, and will resist by force 
if necessary. It is plain to them that interruption of all commerce with the United 
Nations, and especially the United States, is the design of Hitler. Argentina has 
suffered in this respect, and continued torpedoing of her ships in time will cause her 
to join in the war. This, likewise, is true of Chile. Should these two countries and 
Mexico take this step, practically the entire Hemisphere then will be in a state of 
war with our enemies. 

There is no official confirmation of the Axis report that 5,000 American troops 
liave been landed at Gibraltar. If it be true, it would be a notification to France, 
Spain and Portugal of our purpose to cooperate fully with Britain in guarding this 
stronghold from attack from any quarter. So far as the Iberian Governments are 
concerned, they are continuing to abstain from participation in the war, although 
Madrid is aiding Germany by its pro-belligerent stand. Both Spain and Portugal are 
in dire need of food, and in return for their neutrality the United States is pre- 
pared to furnish it. It is expected that a mission shortly will sail for Lisbon to survey 
the food situation in the two countries.

Gen. Charles M. We 
son, Chief of Ordnance. The addresses were broadcast over the National Broadecas 
ing Co. network. 

General Somervell pointedly asserted that “7,000 industrial concerns, and mat 
times that number of individual plants, are turning out ordyance for the Ameri 
Army.” He reminded that he was not “talking about blueprints,” but that he 
“talking about ordnance rolling off the assembly lines. I’m talking about right now, 
he emphasized. 

Addressing his remarks to Ordnance Department officers and to the busi 
officials with whom they have contact, General Somervell asserted that it was thé 
job to “reach production peak in the shortest time possible.” He urged new goals' 
production, “goals undreamed of six months or six weeks ago.” 

As General Somervell spoke thus, it is more than coincidental to review 6 
eral Wesson’s remarks and to see in them the explanation of the organization whid 
would accomplish this end—production peaks in the shortest time. Explaining 
tangible results of the creation of the Ordnance District System, General Wess 
said, “I can candidly say that had it not been for the ordnance District System du 
ing the piping days of peace and had that system not received the enthusiastic 
port of American industry throughout the years, America’s effort in this war wou 
not now be nearly as far advanced at it is.” He called the Ordnance District Syst 
of armament production “a mighty force in our march to Victory.”

During the month of March, by way of example, a total of 10,495 prime con 
and 56,743 subcontracts were inspected in the Ordnance district offices, wher 
total of 30,258 persons made up the personnel.

fighter. He travels through forests and over any obstacle in the terrain at 4? 
which some would consider good over the flat. He thinks little of marching 35 BP» 
for several days on end and then fighting at the end of it. When their troops come 
swamp or deep water they blow up their belts, which can be readily inflated, - 
they have a support in the water. They fold back specially built things that look 
leggins, but can be made into water paddles, and the swamp or river becomes 4° 
way rather than an obstacle. Another feature of their attack is the tree-me?. 
filter their way through the lines and then shoot men up the trees to fire into ® 
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packs of the opposing troops. They lash themselves into the trees so that even if 
iilled they will still draw fire. The individual soldier is well trained, fanatical in his 
enviction that death in battle puts him among the highly select. He combines this 
conviction with a hatred of the white man, but he does not waste himself in fanaticism 
or blind hate. His organization is simple and his transport is excellent. The planes 
he flies are fine, and he knows how to fly them. The tactics thus far employed by him 
pave been vigorous, well thought out, and disclose little if any weakness. Their com- 
munication system is excellent. They have some of the best communicating sets be- 
tween ground and ground, and ground and air, that our observers have ever seen. 
Weare ridding ourselves quite rapidly of all the popular fetishes, such as the inability 
of the Japanese to fly, or to do anything but imitate. Let no one err in this respect. 
The Japanese are good, well equipped, aggressive fighters in their own right.”

Army Air Forees—Light airplane and glider schools are being established in various 
parts of the United States, chiefly in the Middle West, to train Army Air Forces 
glider pilots. Men from 18 to 35 years of age who have had 
training as civilian pilots and who have been ineligible for 
aviation cadet training may qualify as glider pilots under 
the Army Air Forces program. 

Glider pilot candidates will first receive instruction on 
light airplanes and then will go into small gliders, and later 
larger types of gliders. The light airplane instruction will 
be given by Civil Pilot Training Program schools of the 

Civil Aeronautics Authority. A feature of the light airplane 
EM instruction program will be that all landings will be “dead 
stick” landing, with power off. 

Indicative of the thorough training Army Air Force pilots are being given, the 
Enid, Okla., Army Flying School this week reported an incident that occurred last 
week that would test the mettle of the most experienced pilots. The incident occurred 
last week when one of the upperclass flight classes took off from Enid for the Great 
Salt Plains to practice landings. After a few practice landings, the group was ordered 
to take off, however, the flight leader remained on the ground to watch his “brood” 
take to the air. About dusk the lights of the individual planes were ordered urned on 
by squadron leader. However, a short time later, one of the cadets noticed that his 
lights had gone off and that his radio had developed trouble and was useless. 

Realizing that he was a potential menace to the whole flight, the cadet pondered 
over an “out” for his unstable situation. It would be easy for one or several of his 
friends to crash into his ship while he flew about without wing lights. Only two 
choices remained to him. He could bail out and crash an expensive plane or he 
could try to warn his squadron leader on the ground by other means than radio. 
He chose the latter and began zooming at top speed and at a low altitude along the 
runway where the squadron leader’s plane was parked. The squadron leader sensing 
bis student’s peril, quickly radioed the pilots remaining in the air to land immedia- 
ately and to be wary of their classmate’s darkened plane. The whole class landed safe- 
ly and the cadet flying the unlighted ship then landed amid the cheers from his com- 
rades. 

Special courses of instruction in military camouflage for officers of the Army 
Air Forces will be initiated shortly at the Engineer School, Ft. Belvoir, Va., it was 
announced this week. The first class will consist of 50 officers from the Army Air 
Forces and twenty officers from the Ground Forces, to begin training on 1 July. 
later, similar courses will be conducted by the Aviation Engineers of the Army 
Air Forces at March Field, Calif. The course will consist of two weeks’ intensive 
training in camouflage, including concealment of airdromes, dispersal and conceal 
ment of aircraft on the ground, and maintenance of camouflage discipline. It will 
include the carrying out of camouflage projects in the field. The use of photographs 
in camouflage interpretation will also be covered. 

Among the high-ranking Army Air Force officers who discussed flying training 
plans and procedures with representatives of the United Nations at the conference 
held at Ottawa, Canada, early this week were: Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Command- 
ing General of the Army Air Forces; Maj. Gen. Barton K. Yount, Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Air Forces Flying Training Command; Brig. Gen. William O. Ryan, 
Col. R. W. Douglas, Col. G. L. Davasher, Air Forces Technical Training Command ;

Aviation Cadet Examining Boards are visiting centrally located “key” colleges 
to enlist college men in the Army Air Forces Reserve on a deferred basis, it was an 
hounced this week. At preliminary mass meetings conductd at schools throughout 
the country during the past two weeks, more than 60,000 students heard Army Air 
Forces flying officers explain the reserve program which will permit qualified students 
to enlist as Aviation Cadets and continue their education until actually needed for

To carry out the safety program of the Army Air Forces, Regional Safety Di- 
ian rs have been appointed and 10 Safety Regions created, the War Department 

Ounced this week. Col. Samuel R. Harris, jr., AC, was newly appointed Director 











of Flying Safety of the Army Air Forces. The safety program stresses that every 
accident decreases the striking power of the Air Forces and that avoidance of pre- 
ventable accidents, therefore, becomes a paramount duty of every officer and enlisted 
man in the Air Forces. It was initiated despite the fact that the United States Army 
Air Forces constitute the safest military flying organization in the world. The acci- 
dent rate of military aviation in the United States, according to Colonel Harris, is 68 
per cent less than in 1930 and 10 per cent lower than the subsequent 10-year average. 
It is the intention of the Army Air Forces to maintain the present low accident rate 
despite the expansion program with its influx of young and new flyers. 

It will be possible under the terms of the Flying Safety program to discipline any 
member of the Air Forces, regardless of rank, for infractions of the safety code. It 
is planned that through the organization of the regional safety directors each flyer 
will directly be instructed in the steps to promote safety. Colonel Harris pointed 
out that only 14 per cent of the accidents investigated were caused by mechanical 
failures. The remainder were due to human failures.

To aid the printing industry, hard hit as a result of the curtailment of much 
advertising, the Printing Division of the Office of the Quartermaster General is co- 
operating with the WPB and the Congressional Joint Committee on Printing in 
diverting to commercial organizations all field printing of non-military nature, Of 
course, highly confidential printing will still be done by Army printing plants. 

The Army will save 50,000 tons of raw rubber as a result of Quartermaster 
Corps action which has eliminated special deep rubber treads on certain vehicles.

The new plan provides that the 
building’s main entrance at Eighteenth Street and Constitution Avenue shall be used 
by official callers, including members of Congress and the Diplomatic Corps, members 
of the armed services and other interdepartmental callers and employees. The en- 
trance at Seventeenth Street and Constitution Avenue will be used by commercial 
visitors. 

The new procedure includes the establishment of reception centers at the prin- 
cipal entrances, In addition, each bureau and activity will have its individual recep- 
tion room so that visitors can be cleared through to officials more quickly. 


Armored Forece—Catholic and Protestant Preaching Missions, the third to be held 
in the Army and the first at the Headquarters of the Armored Force, Ft. Knox, Ky., 
were being conducted this week and scheduled to close fomorrow, 24 May. Prominent 
missionaries from the East and Middle West are participating in the services. The 
purpose of the Mission is to remind men of their duties and obligations, and the im- 
portance of religion in their lives. 

New selectees stationed with the 8th Armored Division, at Ft. Knox, are getting 
an idea of the vastness of the City of Fort Knox, from a handbook issued by the Divi- 
sion Special Services Section. Prepared by Lt. Henry Rothenberg and Sgt. Jack Bew- 
lew, the handbook points out recreational and religious facilities located at the post. 
The booklet is prefaced by a greeting from Brig. Gen. William Grimes, commanding 
general of the 8th Armored Division. A map of the post, and one of the area surround- 
ing Ft. Knox, are offered to better orient the newcomer. The booklet explains that Ft. 
Knox covers an area of 115,000 acres. Its recreational facilities include three gyms 
with facilities for boxing, skating, basketball, wrestling, weight lifting and other 
sports ; a swimming pool, several tennis courts and 12 bowling alleys. There are nine 
chapels, 21 post exchanges, two guest houses, two service clubs, a library, a taxi, bus 
and postal facilities on the post. 

It takes brains as well as brawn to make an All-American quarterback, and Maj. 
John A. White proved it when he graduated from the Armored Force Replacement 
Training Center Officers’ Orientation Course in the Sixth Training Company with a 
general average of 99.16—the highest average ever made in the school. Lt. Col. Henry 
(. Newton, Plans and Training Officer for the school, said he doubted whether Major 
White's average for nine examinations will ever be exceeded. Back in 1929, 1930 and 
1931, football fans will remember Major White (Jack White), who played quarterback 
for Purdue. Purdue won the Conference Championship in 1929 and 1931. Jack White 
was All-American his first two years, but an injury in the third year kept him from the 
coveted honor his last year. 


Marine Corps—College graduates up to 30 years of age are now being accepted as 
candidates for commissions as second lieutenants in the Marine Corps, Headquarters 
announced this week. Previously, 27 was the maximum age permitted in this class. 

These men, aged 20 to 30, are enlisted in the Marines, and sent to Quantico, Va., 
where they undergo an intensive 10-weeks’ course of instruction at the successful 
completion of which they are commissioned second lieutenants. Preliminary to assign- 
ment with Marine Corp units, these new officers attend the Reserve Officers’ Course 
for another 10-weeks’ training. They are then ready for service. College students 
who will graduate prior to reaching their 27th birthday may eniist for the candidates’ 
class for commission and remain on an inactive duty status until the completion of 
their education. 

Maj. John 8, E. Young, USMC, commanding officer at a Marine Base in the 
Atlantic area near which a torpedoed Norwegian naval vessel recently went down, 
describes in a vivid manner in his report to Brig. Gen. R. J. Mitchell, Director of the 
Bureau of Aviation at Marine Headquarters in Washington, how he conducted an air 
shuttle service and rescued 138 survivors. 

Major Young compieted these hazardous journeys in the dead of night by 
cleverly establishing marker beacons about 15 miles out at sea, near which he sta- 
tioned a tug bearing the survivors, and taking the stranded sailors to his base where 
they were temporarily hospitalized. He was ably assisted in this relief work by Maj. 
Harry Larson, USMC, and Lieutenant Mathieson. 


Field Artillery—The personnel of the 3rd Field Artillery Observation Battalion are 
taking great pride in the recognition of the excellence of their work in two separate 
assignments by Maj. Gen. Claude F. Thompson, commanding the I Army Corps. Ac- 
cording to a letter received this week at headquarters of the Observation unit, General 
Thompson wrote that he was “gratified to forward this evidence of an excellent per- 
formance of duty.” 

Adding his words of commendation, Col. Walter W. Hess, jr., commanding the 
Provisional Field Artillery Brigade of which the 3rd Field Artillery Observation Bat- 
talion is a part, stated that he noted the reports with “particular pride since it is a 
direct reflection on the training, efficiency, and morale of the unit.”

C. Lt. Col. John C, Cook of the 36th Field 
Artillery Regiment, Senior Instructor and chief umpire of the Provisional Brigade 
tests, commended the Provisicnal Brigade for appropriate recognition by the Corps 
Commander. 

ost Quartermaster agencies at Ft. Bragg have found a way of getting around 
the current gasoline shortage on the eastern seaboard, Literally, they have returned 
to the horse and buggy era in order to maintain intramural transportation. Wagons 
that were abandoned years ago and others that have been used recently only in the 
outlying sections of the reservation are now being put into active Quartermaster duty 
on the main post. Heavy wagons, buckboards and saddle horses are taking the place 
of motor vehicles in short-haul station complement maintenance work such as the 
transportation of garbage, laundry and food and required messenger service. Already 
eight wagons and teams are being used to remove garbage from the main post, and 
more will be put into service as soon as they have been put in working condition at the 
Post Quartermaster Stable. 

An effective transition will be gradual, Post Quartermaster officials admit. It 
will take at least two wagons to do a job ordinarily handled by one truck. Putting 
wagons in working condition, moreover, will take longer than it would if more spare 


parts were now available. Every substitution put into effect, however, now and in the 
near future, they realize, which cuts the consumption of gasoline on routine daily jobg 
is a step in the right direction. 

“Good mule and horse drivers are few and far between in an army as motorized 
as this one,” Sergeant LeBlanc, Quartermaster stable sergeant, said recently, “ang 
it takes time to train other men properly. But we'll do it.”

Army Insignia 


The War Department emphasized this 
week that regulation Army insignia and 
buttons may be sold only by authorized 
dealers to individuals who present official 
identification establishing their right to 
wear the insignin. Unauthorized wearing 
of medals and decorations is punishable 
by a fine not greater than $250, six 
months’ imprisonment, or both. The an 
nouncement said that dealers authorized 
to sell Army insignia will be required to 
display their licenses. 
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Japan Raiders Decorated 


The War Department announced 19 
May that the President has awarded, in 
the name of Congress, the Medal of Honor 
to Brig. Gen. James H. Doolittle, Air 
Corps, for “conspicuous leadership above 
and beyond the call of duty, involving 
personal valor and intrepidity at an ex- 
treme hazard to life. With the apparent 
certainty of being forced to land in enemy 
territory or to perish at sea, General Doo- 
little personally led a squadron of Army 
bombers, manned by volunteer crews, in 
a highly destructive raid on the Japanese 
mainland.” General Doolittle organized 
as well as led the air raid on Japan 18 
April. The presentation of the Medal was 
made by the President in person at the 
White House at 1:00 P.M., 19 May. Mrs. 
Doolittle was flown to Washington from 
Los Angeles to welcome her husband 
home and to be present at his decoration 
by the President. 

The raid was carried out with United 
States Army medium bopbers. It oc- 
curred in broad daylight, with the bomb- 
ers flying at very low altitudes. Only 
military objectives, including military, 
naval and industrial facilities, were at- 
tacked. The targets were easily dis- 
cernible and accurately bombed with in- 
cendiary and highly-explosive missiles. 
Wide-spread damage resulted. Some of 
the fires which were started continued to 
burn for two days. 

Following the raid, General Doolittle, 
was promoted from Lieutenant Colonel 
to his present rank. He has returned to 
Washington to make a personal report on 
the results of the raid. 

The other participants in the attack 
were awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross.

General Doolittle’s account of the raid 
on Japan follows: 

“The success of the recent air raid on Japan 
exceeded our most optimistic expectations. 
Each plane was assigned specific targets and 
the bombardiers carried out their expert du. 
ties with remarkable precision. Since the raid 
was made in fair weather in the middle of the 
day and from a very low altitude, no trouble 
whatever was experienced in finding the exact 
target designated. Apparently there was no 
advance warning of the raid, as we experi- 
enced little hostile reaction. Not more than 
30 Japanese pursuit planes were observed 
during the flight and these were completely 
ineffective. Several we know were shot down,

possibly more. Incidentally, the pilots of 
these planes seemed somewhat inexperienced, 
evidently not up to the standard of those en- 
countered in active theaters, 

“We approached our objectives just over 
the house-tops, but bombed at 1500 feet. The 
target for one plane was a portion of the 
Navy Yard south of Tokyo, in reaching which 
they had passed over what apparently was a 
Flying School, as there were a number of 
planes in the air. One salvo made a direct 
hit on a new cruiser or battleship under con- 
struction, They left it in flames, 

“After releasing our bombs we dived again 
to the tree-tops and went to the coast at that 
altitude to avoid antiaircraft fire. Along the 
coastline we observed several squadrons of 
destroyers and some cruisers and battleships. 
About 25 or 30 miles to sea the rear, gunners 
reported seeing columns of smoke rising 
thousands of feet in the air. 

“One of our bombardiers strewed incendi- 
ary bombs along a quarter of a mile of air- 
eraft factory near Nogoya. Another illumi- 
nated a tank farm. However, flying at such 
low altitudes made it very difficult to observe 
the result following the impact of the bombs. 
We could see the strike, but our field of 
vision was greatly restricted by the speed 
of the plane and the low altitude at which 
we were flying. Even so, one of our party 
observed a ball game in progress. The play- 
ers and spectators did not start their run for 
cover until just as the field passed out of 
sight. 

“Pilots, bombardiers and all members of 
the crew performed their duties with great 
calmness and remarkable precision. It ap- 
peared to us that practically every bomb 
reached the target for which it was intended. 
We would like to have tarried and watched 
the later developments of fire and explosion, 
but even so we were fortunate to receive a 
fairly detailed report from ‘ihe excited Japa- 
nees radio broadcasts. It took them several 
hours to calm down to deception and accusa- 
tion.” 

yeneral Doolittle entered the Army as 
a private in the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Corps in 1917. He was commis- 
sioned as a second lieutenant in 1918 
and during the next few years served as 
flight and gunnery instructor at various 
flying fields. 

In 1922 he flew from Pablo Beach, 
Fla., to San Diego, Calif., with but a sin- 
gle stop. He was subsequently awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Cross for this 
flight. In 1924 he conducted a number of 
valuable aircraft acceleration tests at Me- 
Cook Field for which he was awarded an 
Oak Leaf Cluster. Later he served with 
the Naval Test Board and received spe- 
cial training in flying high-speed sea- 
planes, 

In 1925 he won the Schneider Trophy 
Race and was awarded the Mackay 
Trophy for his contributions to the science 
of flight. In 1926, and again in 1928, he 
went to South America on a series of 
demonstration and experimental flights. 


yeneral Doolittle resigned from the 
Army in 1930 and returned to active duty 
on 1 July 1940. During most of his pres- 
ent tour of active duty he has been on 
procurement duty. For a short time last 
August he was on duty in England as a 
member of a special aviation mission 
headed by Lt. Gen. George H. Brett.

Army Mine Planter Service

H. R. 6446, provides for pay increase to 
certain service personnel. It says in part: 
“Hereafter the base pay of any enlisted 
man, warrant officer, or nurse (female) 
in the Military or naval forces of the 
United States shall be increased * * * for 
Sea Duty, or duty * * * 

Executive order #4063, and AR-35- 
4220, (Nov. 19th 1941) par. 13 (d) and 
Note 3 (Comptroller General A-29285 
Nov. 20, 1929), specifies what constitutes 
“Sea Duty.” Further, U. 8. Navy recog- 
nize service on all commissioned ships 
as Sea Duty. Coast Guard specifies that 
all persons quartered and messed on 
hoard of their vessels are entitled to pay 
for Sea Duty. 

However the Mine Planter Service has 
to this date been denied this Sea Duty 
Pay. Mine planters are sea going ships. 
They are in commission. Their officers 
and crews are quartered and messed on 
board of their ships. Work these ships 
are engaged in takes them to high seas 
and return. In fact the work and duties 
of Mine Planters parallel the duties and 
work performed by Coast Guard’s Light 
House Tenders. 

Crews in these tenders had been paid 
for sea duty since the law became in ef- 
fect. Would anybody kindly enlighten us 
as to why the discrimination against the 
Mine Planter Service?

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Navy, Marine Warrant Officers 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week voted to report legislation, H. 
p. 6496, providing for appointment of 
garrant and chief warrant officers to 
commissioned ranks as high as lieutenant 
in the Navy and captain in the Marine 
Corps. 

No changes were made in the bill by 
the committee, and the measure will go 
to the Senate floor in the same form as 
passed by the House on 9 Feb. 1942. 

Anumber of amendments had been re- 
quested by representatives of warrant of- 
fer groups, and the Coast Guard had 
ysked that the bill be amended to per- 
nit appointment of Coast Guard war- 
not officers to commissioned ranks in 
that service. 

Section 1 of the bill provides that the 
President may appoint annually to the 
emmissioned grades or ranks for which 
thy make application, and for which 
they are found qualified, as many com- 
nissioned warrant and warrant officers 
ad the Regular Navy as he may deem 
necessary. The authorized number of of- 
fers in the line and in each staff corps 
t which appointments are made is au- 
thorized to be increased by the number 
of such appointments. 

Section 2 provides that: “Candidates 
shall, on 30 June of the calendar year 
in which they are to be appointed, have 
completed not less than three years of 
service as a Warrant officer and shall, 
m the same date, to be eligible for ap- 
wintment in the rank of lieutenant, lieu- 
tenant (jg), or ensign, be not more than 
#), 35 or 32 years of age respectively.” 
These age and service limitations shall 
not apply until one year after passage of 
the act, in order to permit older war- 
nots to qualify for commissions. 

The third section provides that appli- 
ants must be recommended by command- 
ing officers and must appear before medi- 
al and professional examining boards; 
two failures to win appointment will bar 
ap applicant from further attempts. 
Section 4 provides that appointees 
shall rank after the junior officer in their 
tew grade on the date of appointment. 


Section 5 provides that warrants ap- 
winted lieutenants shall be carried as 


«tra numbers until promoted to lieuten- 
ant commander. 

Section 6 makes commissions revocable 
util completion of seven years’ commis- 
tioned service, which service shall include 
ervice as commissioned warrant officer.

Representative Boland, of Pa., who 
died last week, appeared in behalf of war- 
rant officers, offering amendments which 
would raise the maximum ages for ap- 
pointment from 40 for lieutenants, to 45;

Recommend Air Funds 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
this week reported the 1948 supply bill 
for the State, Justice and Commerce De- 
partments, nearly doubling the size of 
the bill as passed by the House because 
of inclusion of $2038,934,600 additional 
for the Civil Aeronautics Administration. 

These additional funds were recently 
requested by the President. They include 
$199,740,000 for development of landing 
areas; $3,675,000 for air navigation fa 
cilities; and $519,600 to finance tests of 
airport pavings requested by the Army. 





Provisions for Furlough 


The War Department announced this 
week that commanding officers will be 
authorized to grant furloughs for the 
Memorial Day and Fourth of July holi- 
days to 15 per cent of the men of the com- 
mands, if the military situation permits, 
Simultaneously came announcement that 
the Army will regulate furloughs so that 
the dates of departure and return to duty 
will come on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and 
Thursdays. This move is being made in 
an effort to relieve congestion of week- 
end travel. 

Furloughs granted for Memorial Day 
will be arranged so that individuals will 
depart from camps not later than Wednes- 
day, 27 May, and return not earlier than 
3 June. Fourth of July furloughs will be- 
gin not later than 30 June and end not 
earlier than 8 July, the War Department 
said, 





Bur. Naval Personnel 

Effective 15 May, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, which for many years has been 
principally concerned with personnel 
matters in spite of its name, will be 
known as the Bureau of Naval VPerson- 
nel, 

Founded in 1862 as a purely scientific 
bureau to take over the hydrographic 
work of the old Bureau of Ordnance and 
Hydrography, the Bureau of Navigation 
gradually took on other duties. The Hy- 
drographic Office and the U. 8. Naval 
Observatory were recently shifted to the 
Office of Chief of Naval Operations. 

The name of the Bureau was changed 
pursuant to an Act of Congress approved 
by the President on 13 May. 

Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, who was 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, has 
been designated Chief of Naval Person- 
nel, The short title of the new Bureau, 
for use in Navy correspondence and com- 
munications, is BuPers. 

Civilian personnel of the Navy will con- 
tinue to be administered by the Division 
of Personnel Supervision and Manage- 
ment, under the Secretary's Office.

Navy Rating Badges 


Because of insufficient producing ca- 
pacity to provide an adequate supply of 
gold and silver rating badges for the in- 
creased personnel of the Navy, petty offi- 
cers and chief petty officers entitled to 
wear gold and silver badges may wear 
ordinary blue and white rating badges 
“for the duration.” However, those who 
can get them may continue to wear the 
gold and silver badges if they wish. 

A rating badge with the eagle and spe- 
cialty mark embroidered in silver and 
with gold chevrons signifies that the 
wearer, either a chief petty officer or a 
petty officer, has been in the service at 
least 12 years and holds three consecu- 
tive good conduct awards, or their equi- 
valent. It is worn only on blue uniforms. 

All chief petty officers who are not en- 
titled to wear the gold chevrons have 
heretofore been required to wear, with 
blue uniforms, a rating badge with the 
eagle and specialty mark embroidered in 
silver, but with chevrons of scarlet cloth.

New Ranks for Pilots 
The Secretary of War this week re- 
quested legislation to create the grade of 
“flight officer” for certain Army pilots 
in lieu of commissioning them as officers. 
Under the proposed bill, officers, ex- 
cept those who have begun flight training 





prior to enactment of the bill, would be | 


commissioned in the Army of the United 
States instead of in the Air Reserve. 
This would deprive such officers of the 
bonus which Air Reserve officers receive 
upon separation from active duty. The 
right of such officers to the uniform al- 
lowance, however, would be specifically 
continued. 


The flight officers would have rank, 
pay and allowances of warrant officers 
(junior grade) of the Army. Appoint- 


ments as flight officers would go to men 
now commissioned sergeant pilots after 
completion of training as aviation stu 
dents, and also would go to civilians 
whose educational and other qualifica- 
tions are not considered of officer caliber, 
as such caliber was determined to be be- 
fore recent lowering of qualifications. 

The text of Secretary of War Stimson’s 
letter to the Congress follows: 

“There is attached a draft of a bill ‘To cre 
ate the title of Flight Officer in the Army 
Air Forces, to amend the Army Aviation Act, 
and for other purposes,’ which the War De 
partment recommends be enacted into law, 

“The proposed legislation designed to 
provide a uniform system of aviation train 
ing and instruction in the Army Air Forces 
Under existing law, flight training may be 
undertaken by aviation cadets, by aviation 
students, and by officers who meet the pre 
scribed physical and age requirements. Avia 
tion cadets, by law, may be recruited from 
male civilians and may be appointed from 
enlisted men of the Regular Army. If success 
ful, they must be commissioned second lieu 
tenants in the Air Corps Reserve. Aviation 
students are selected for training from en 
listed men of the Regular Army and the Army 
of the United States and, if successful, are 
graduated as staff sergeant pilots 

“The President’s program calling 
training of thousands of pilots has 
tated that former minimum age and educa 
tional qualifications for pilot candidates be 
reduced. It is planned to provide rank and 
grade for graduate pilots suitable to their 
ability and capacity for leadership. It is pro 
posed, therefore, to amend the Army Avia 
tion Cadet Act of 3 June, 1941, to permit sue 
cessful cadets to be commissioned second lieu 
tenants in the Army of the United States or 
to be appointed as ‘Flight Officers’ therein. 
Training of aviation students for graduation 
as staff sergeant pilots, as permitted by the 
Act of 3 June 1941, would be discontinued for

“The title of ‘Flight Officer’ would be cre 
ated for the Army Air Forces alone, Flight 
Officers would have the rank, pay and allow 
ances provided for Warrant Officers, (junior 
grade), and would take 
of their appointment. They would be entitled 
to the benefits of all existing laws or regu 
lations covering retirement, pensions, and dis 
ability as are applicable to members of the 
Army of the United States. 

“The decision in each case as to whether a 
given aviation cadet would be commissioned 
as a second lieutenant or as a flight officer

would be based upon evaluation of his ca- 
pacity for service as a8 commissioned officer as 
determined by screening tests and by his rec- 
ord during training. 

“The bill suspends for the duration of the 
war and for six months thereafter the pro- 
visions of section 3 of the Army Aviation 
Cadet Act of 3 June 1941, except as to any 
persons who have enlisted or have been ap- 
pointed as aviation cadets prior to the date 
of enactment of the bill. Those persons would 
be commissioned second lieutenants in the Air 
Corps Reserve. 

“The bill provides that male citizens of the 
United States and men having an enlisted 
status in the Army of the United States may 
be appointed by the Secretary of War as 
aviation cadets. Enlistments are for the dura- 
tion of the war and six months thereafter. 
Upon failure to complete the prescribed course 
of training and instruction, the status, pay 
and allowances of an aviation cadet may be 
terminated and he may be required to serve 
in any enlisted grade, with pay and allow- 
ances of such grade, for the duration of the 
war and six months thereafter. These pro- 
visions will clarify existing uncertainty as to 
the status of certain aviation cadets who fail 
to complete the prescribed course of training. 

“The proposed legislation specifically pro- 
vides that enlisted men who have completed 
training as aviation students may be appoint- 
ed as flight officers, and further, that flight 
officers may be appointed by selection to the 
grade of second lieutenant in the Army of the 
United States. Provision is made for the ap- 
pointment in the Air Corps Reserve of per- 
sons who have completed the prescribed 
course of training and instruction as aviation 
cadets or aviation students and have served 
in time of war as commissioned officers or 
flight officers in the Army of the United States 

“Section 4 of the Army Aviation Cadet Act 
is amended to provide that flight officers re 
ceive an allowance for uniforms of $150 each. 
No provision is made for a uniform allowance 
for second lieutenants inasmuch as this al 
lowance is provided under the Act ef 9 March 
1942," 

The bill also provides, the Secretary 
said, that both commissioned officers and 
flight officers must continue after com- 
pletion of flight training the $10,000 in 
government insurance which is issued to 
them when they begin such training. 

Ile pointed out that many officers al- 
low this insurance to lapse to the possible 
detriment of their beneficiaries, though 
maximum premiums on $10,000 are only 
$6.80 a month. Legislation to compel of- 
ficers to continue this insurance passed 
the Senate as S. 2180, and is now before 
the House, Mr. Stimson reminded, but if 
the flight officer bill is approved, there 
will be no need to enact 8. 2180. 

The letter continues: 

“The proposed legislation will involve ad 
ditional cost to the government in the ap 
proximate amount of $5,500,000 in the fiscal 
year 1943. The additional cost results from the 
proposed revision of the present enlisted pilot 
training program to provide for the training 
of all enlisted candidates as aviation cadets 
and their appointment as flight officers in 
stead of staff sergeant pilots. 

“It should be noted that aviation students 
enlisted or appointed subsequent to the date 
of passage of the bill and who are commis 





sioned as second lieutenants in the Army of 
the United States will not be entitled to the 
payment of the bonus provided by section 6 
of the Army Aviation Cadet Act of 3 June 
1fMM1 inasmuch as that Act applies only to 
Air Corps Reserve Officers, 

“The Bureau of the Budget advises that 
there is no objection to the submission of this 
proposed legislation for the consideration of 
the Congress.”

Presidential Secretary Speaks 

As press secretary to the President, 
Stephen T. Early rarely makes a public 
nddress. His job is to serve as liaison 
between the President and the press. 
This week, however, found Mr. Early 
speaking at the dedication of the Ameri- 
can Propellor Plant. Toledo, Ohio, de- 
claring that the United Nations are 
bound together in a “common destiny” 
and that under the principles of the At- 
lantie Charter each government pledges 
full cooperation with the other signa- 
tories and similarly refutes a separate 
peace or armistice. 

The text of Mr. Early’s address fol- 
lows: 

“We of the United Nations have a long 
tough job ahead of us. We do not un- 
derestimate the size of it—or the cost 
in blood and treasure. But neither do we 
underestimate our capacity to carry it 
out to a victorious conclusion, knowing 
that there will be no peaceful life for 
anyone, anywhere in the world, unttl the 
power of the Axis has been destroyed— 
everywhere in the world. 

“We shall not allow any words or any 
acts of open enemies or misguided friends 
to divide us from our allies. We shall 
not listen to their shouted lies or their 
whispered insinuations. We know that 
these lies and these insinuations.are de- 
signed to weaken our strength and cor- 
rede our will to victory. We know that 
if the United Nations ever fell to quar- 
reling over who should have the next 
plane, the next cargo of sugar, the next 
gun, the next tank, the next sack of 
whent—the next airplane propeller— 
that any one of them produced, the grisly 
‘ause of the Axis would be that much 
ndvaneed. and the cause of the United 
Nations that much imperilled. And we 
don’t propose to be caught by any such 
harefaced Axis trick as that. 

“Nor do we propose to be caught by the 
Axis game of spreading lies about the 
division of the world after the war is 
won. We are bound together in a com- 
mon destiny by the Declaration of United 
Nations signed in Washington by the 
twenty-six nations on New York’s Day, 
1942. In that declaration, the govern- 
ments of the United Nations subscribed 
to the principles of the Atlantic Charter 
and said: ‘Being convinced that complete 
victory over their enemies is essential to 
defend life, liberty, independence and re- 
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ligious freedom and to preserve human 
rights and justice in their own lands as 
well as in other lands, and that they are 
now engaged in a common struggle 
against savage and brutal forces seeking 
to subjugate the world: Each govern 
ment pledges itself to employ its full re- 
sources, military or economic, against 
those members of the Tripartite Pact and 
its adherents with which such govern- 
ment is at war. Each government pledges 
itself to cooperate with the governments 
signatory hereto and not make a separ- 
ute peace or armistice with its enemies.’ 

“Nothing could be plainer than that. 
And nothing could be more heartening 
as a promise of the free world we are 
determined to establish when this war 
that has changed all our lives is over.”

can use government property or permit 
structures to be rented by the exchange, 
or the council can authorize the erection 
of a building for its use. 

Generally, all purchases of goods will 
be made by the exchange officer, who must 
notify those from whom they are made 
invoices for purchases must be 
mailed direct to the exchange. In large 
exchanges that maintain a purchasing de- 
partment and stock control system, rou- 
tine replacements of different lines may 
be made by the head of the purchasing 
department from a list of dealers author- 
ized by the exchange officer who will be 
responsible for acts of his assistants. But 
when it is desired to make heavy pur- 
chases, the exchange officer must obtain 
the previous approval of the exchange 
council as well as the commanding offi- 
cer. Inventories should be held to the 
minimum in most cases, 

The Army Exchange Service maintains 
price agreements with manufacturers. All 
purchases for exchanges except in rare 
cases must be kept within these limits. 
The reason for these agreements is to 
keep the soldier’s luxuries from becom- 
ing too expensive. They cover such staple 


| items as tobacco, cigarettes, pipes, shav- 


ing equipment, beer with an alcoholic 
content of not to exceed 3.2 per cent, Can- 
dies, chewing gum, and scores of articles 
not dealt in by the Quartermaster Corps. 

This being, by and large, a genuinely 
big business proposition, so far as the 
general directing head in Washington is 


| concerned, the Army Exchange Service is 


operating it with a detailed set of rules 
which cover every conceivable condition. 
Duties of everybody connected with this 
system are carefully laid out, even to 
suggestions as to what might be done with 
any excess profits that can be devoted to 


| post activities. 


Just as an instance (they cannot even 
be summarized here), take the duties of 
an council: It must examine the inven- 
torying and auditing officers’ reports, 
ascertain that these have been made in 
accordance with regulations, and take 
cognizance of and recommend action upon 
any irregularities. It must examine the 
sources of profits and losses and suggest 
any action required. It must recommend 
all major expenditures other than for 
merchandise and expense incident to 
usual operation of the exchange. It must 
recommend remuneration of employees. 
It must keep a careful record of its meet 
ings. It must recommend distribution to 
members and appropriations from sur- 
plus. It must consider the reports of the 
committee of noncommissioned officers 


| and make suggestions for carrying them 





out. It recommends changes in the policy, 
organization, or scope of activities of the 
exchange. It recommends changes in 
prices. It considers what shall be done 
in cases affecting the honesty of em 
ployees. It recommends terms of rentals 
or installment purchases. It approves of 
funds borrowed. It inquires into the com 
pliance with the above regulations and 
recommends action upon any irregu- 
larities. ... J And, meantime, its members 
drill hours every day, take their turns at 
night duties about the post, do their share 
of social activities, look spic and span,

Service Pay Legislation 
(Continued from First Page) 
of legislation are temporary, and men 


who are making or intend to make the 
service a career remember World War 
days when privates received $33 a month 

and reverted to $21 after the war. 
Every corporal and seaman, for instance, 
who intends to remain in the service 
realizes that the $66 proposed by the pay 
act is only $2 more than he now receives 
after 12 months’ service, but he knows, 
too, that if S. 2025 does not pass as perm- 
anent legislation, after the war he will 
revert to the old $42 scale, with a maxi- 
mum of 25% longevity. 

Admittedly, Senator Johnson has a 
fight on his hands, not only with the 
House which voted the temporary law, 
but with Senators whose opposition to 
a permanent law was overcome when the 
Senate passed the bill. 

These two points are likely to keep the 


conferees in session for some time. 
Other points in dispute should be re- 


| solved with little argument. Some amend- 





ments of the House, in fact, are definite 
improvements to the bill. 

The House amendments to be discussed, 
in addition to the 6th and 7th grade in- 
creases and a few perfecting amendments 
are: 

Full credit for Reserve officer service 

The House Military Committee recom- 
mended and the House accepted a pro- 
posal that Reserve officers be given credit 
for longevity pay purposes for all time 
served under their commissions, active 
and inactive. At present they receive 
full credit for active service; half credit 
for inactive service. 

Dependent fathers The House Com- 
mittee recommended and the House ac- 
cepted proposal that a dependent father 


in fact would entitle personnel to al- 
lowances under the same conditions that 
dependent mothers now affect allow- 


ances. 

Limits on total pay—The House Com- 
mittee recommended and the House ac- 
cepted removal of limitations on total 
pay and allowances of senior officers. 
Senate already removed this limitation 
for brigadier generals; retained $9,700 
limit on total compensation of major gen- 
erals, and $7,200 limitation on total com- 
pensation of other than general officers. 

Definition of sea duty — The House 
Committee proposed and the House 
voted to permit the department head con- 
cerned to define “sea duty” as it applies 
to the 10 and 20 per cent bonus provided 
for overseas’ service and sea duty by the 
Clark amendment to the missing persons’ 
act. 

Enlistment allowance The House 
Committee recommended and the House 
voted to suspend all enlistment allow- 
ances for the duration of the war. 

Medical treatment on furlough 
Ilouse overruled its committee and 
adopted an amendment which would 
guarantee medical treatment for men on 
furlough for periods in excess of 24 hours, 

Retired pay of officers—The House in- 
sisted that no increases in retired pay of 
officers shall result through adoption of 
S. 2025. 

Navy, Marine World War officers — 
The House insists that Navy and Marine 
Corps officers hereafter retired, who 
served in the World War, shall receive 
75 per cent of active duty pay. 

addis amendment — Requiring Secre- 
tary of War and Navy to furnish data 
on all officers commissioned without prior 
military experience; making Navy and 
Marine commissions probationary pend- 
ing completion of indoctrination training.

Control of Civilian Defense 

Rep, Young, of Ohio, asserted in the 
House this week his belief that the Army 
should have control over civilian defense 
measures, and that retired Army officers 
should be utilized as State directors for 
civilian defense, 

He criticized the appointment of law 
yers as State civilian defense directors, 
pointing out that a “retired colonel or 
some Army officer incapacitated for ac- 
tive combat service” would be better 


| qualified. 


With regard to the Army’s control of 
civilian defense, Representative Young 
said, “Civilian and military defense is so 
interlocked that in event of emergency, 
it would be difficult to determine where 
military defense ended and civilian de 
fense began.” He reflected that “civilian 
defense would be much more effective if 
the Army were in charge.” 

In concluding his remarks to the House, 
Representative Young said, “It our 
hope that civilian defense will never be 
put to a real test. It is our hope that no 


is 





enemy bombs will ever fall on any Amer- 
ican cities, but if such catastrophes oc- 
cur, many thoughtful people believe it 
will be evident that the Army should have 
been in charge of civilian defense from 
the outset.” 

It is to be recalled that Senator Tyd- 
ings, of Md., some time ago wrote the 
War Department asking that the Army 
express its attitude on the matter of 
control of civilian defense. The War De- 
partment said that it did not want to 
take over the Office of Civilian Defense, 
because of its many pressing duties. 

On the basis of the War Department 
reply, Senator Tydings has remained of- 
ficially silent on this matter, but has as- 
sured that he still favors War Depart- 
ment control of the O. C. D., contingent 
of course, upon the efliciency maintained 
by the present leadership of O, C. D. in 
the management of the agency. 





To Begin Negro Recruiting 


The Navy and Marine Corps announced 
this week that recruiting of negroes will 
begin on 1 June. It is estimated that fa- 
cilities available in the Navy will ae- 
commodate approximately 1,000 recruits 
a month while the Marine Corps an- 
nounces that the first battalion of about 
900 negroes will be taken into the Corps 
during June and July. 

In announcing the Navy's compre- 
hensive program for enlistment of ne- 
groes, Secretary of the Navy Knox out- 
lined the wide range of opportunities in 
varied types of services to be offered. 

Negroes accepted for general service 
will receive eight weeks recruit training 
at Great Lakes Naval Training Station, 
and will have the opportunity to qualify 
for training in vocational schools. 

In a specialized 16 weeks’ course at 
Hampton Institute, Hampton, Va., en- 
listees will be trained as electricians, 
carpenters, ship fitters, machinists, metal- 
smiths, firemen, and cooks. In addition 
there will be a 16 to 24 weeks’ training 
course as aviation machinists and metal- 
smiths leading to assignment at a Naval 
Air Station. 

Those who qualify for further school 
training at Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station will be eligible for one of three 
groups—a 16 weeks’ course to become 
gunners, quartermasters, yeomen, store- 
keepers, and cooks; a 16 weeks’ course to 
become radiomen and signalmen;: or a 
four weeks’ course to become armed 
guards. The enlistees who successfully 
complete the advanced training course 
at Hampton Institute, and those from the 
first group at Great Lakes Station, will 
be assigned to activities at sea and ashore. 

The Great Lakes recruits who do not 
qualify for the vocational schools, after 
their eight weeks’ elementary training, 
will be assigned either to sea duty, to 
naval ammunition depots, or to the oper 
ating company at Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station. Enlistees for construc- 
tion battalion assignments will enter the 
Naval Training Station at Norfolk, Va., 
for duty in the construction activities of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 


Applicants with musical talents will 
he selected after a preliminary training 
period of four weeks at Great Lakes 


Naval Training Station, for bands which 
will be attached to the Receiving Ship at 
New York, the Naval Air Station at 
Quonset Point, R. L, the Naval Air Sta 
tion at Lakehurst, N. J., the Section Base 
at San Francisco, and the Pre-Flight 
Training Schools at the University of 
Georgia, the University of North Caro- 
lina and St. Mary's College. 

Those enlisted into the Marine Corps 
will form a composite battalion which is 


| a unit including all combat arms of the 


ground forces composed of artillery, anti 
aircraft, machine guns, tank and infan 
try, and including billets for recruits who 
are skilled in various trades and occu- 
pations such as radio operators, electric- 
ians, accountants, carpenters, draftsmen, 
band musicians, riggers and blacksmiths. 

Until a training center ready for 
their reception, Marine recruits will be 
temporarily placed in an inactive duty 
status. The training center will be in 
the vicinity of New River, N. C., where 
a large Marine Corps post is now located. 
As required, negro recruits will be ordered 
directly from their homes to duty in this 
training area.

It would seem in view of the compara- 
tively small pay given to our fighting 
forces that Congress would exempt them 
from any such heavy payments as the 
Ways and Means Committee contem- 
plates. However, there is little likelihood 
that favorable action along this line will 
be taken, 

The President has let it be known that 
he will approve a bill for time and a half 
on all overtime performed by Government 
employees. This, it is asserted, is in ac- 
cord with private business practice. When 
the proposal is under consideration in 
Congress, it undoubtedly will cause re- 
newal of the agitation for the imposition 
of further curbs on Labor. To prevent 
enactment of any legislation of this kind, 
the great labor organizations are waiv- 
ing time and a half and double time for 
Saturdays and Sundays, and the War 
Labor Board has announced that pay 
disputes hereafter will be settled in the 
light of President Roosevelt's declaration 
of 27 April outlining to Congress an anti- 
inflation program which would freeze 
most wages at “existing levels.”

Naval Operations (Air), it is presumed 
that as is the case of Admiral Towers, 
the new agencies will be headed by offi- 
cers most directly concerned with the new 
agencies. Also it is presumed that they 
will continue their present assignments 
aus does Admiral Towers as Chief of the 

Bureau of Aeronautics. 

The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 
Department has been renamed the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel and according 
to present plans, the Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations (Personnel) will have 
under his jurisdiction the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery as well as the Bu- 
reau of Personnel. Likewise it is expected 
that the Bureau of Ships and the Bureau 
of Ordnance will be under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Assistant Chief of Naval Op- 
erations (Materiel) ; the Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations (Service) would 
probably have cognizance over Naval In- 
telligence, Supplies and Accounts, Yards 
and Docks, ete. 

Admiral Horne, all the bureaus, assis- 
tant chiefs and personnel will continue 
to be responsible to Admiral Ernest J. 
King, who holds the dual positions as 
Chief of Naval Operations and Com- 
mander in Chief of the United States 
Fleet. Inasmuch as Vice Adm. Russell 
Willson is chief of staff to Admiral King 
und like Admiral Horne is directly re- 
sponsible to him (Admiral King) central 
authority in the Navy continues to rest 
with Admiral King. 

Admiral Willson supervises the actual 
operations of the fleet and Admiral Horne 
is principally concerned with shore es- 
tablishments, material and administra- 
tion. 

The reorganization that has already 
been effected—the naval air arm—like 
those that will probably soon be put into 
affect concerns chiefly the administra- 
tive set-up of the Navy Department. 
Whether or not other phases of actual 
fleet operations are to be changed could 
not be learned, however, this was 
doubted, 

Primarily the reorganization is direct- 
ed to establishment of a highly central- 
ized command. While it will be admin- 
istratively divided into six main agen- 
cies nevertheless it is regarded as a 
greater consolidation and concentration 
of the administrative functions of the 
Department. All agencies of the reor- 
ganization outlined here are probably 
transitory and probably still quite ecum- 
hbersome, however, it is believed that this 
was the only means of consolidation and 
concentration of administrative functions 
of the Department that could be carried 
on without special legislation. 


Officer Reclassification 

Changes to AR 605-230, governing re- 
classification of Army officers, are shortly 
to be issued by the War Department. 

Stress is taken from the “salvage” of 
officers and given instead to “fitness for 
duty.” Under the old regulation, reclassi- 
fication boards were to give emphasis to 
reassignment of officers to duties for 
which they were fitted. 

The new policy, contained in an amend- 
ment to paragraph 10.¢c.(4) states that 
it will be the primary duty of the reclassi- 
fication boards to determine the fitness 
of officers for duty. If unfit, the officers 
are to be relieved from active duty. How- 
ever, if evidence indicates that officers 
will be of value in other assignments, they 
may be reassigned. 

Most of the other changes are designed 
to adopt the reclassification machinery 
to the New War Department organiza- 
tion and to the ereation of expeditionary 
forces,

Merchant Marine 
Celebration of the tenth annual Mari- | 
time Day—the first during a war period 
-yesterday, 22 May, saw 30 cargo ships 
launched in shipyards throughout the 
country, marking the beginning of a two- 
completed-ships-a-day production rate 
for American yards. The day, set aside 
by the President for recognition of the 
importance of the Merchant Marine in 
the war effort, was the occasion for ad- 
dresses by Maritime Commission officials. 
The principal address was delivered 
by Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., | 
Maritime Commission Chairman and War | 
Shipping Administrator, who said yester- 
day in Boston that “we have reached the | 
stage of delivering two ships a day. By 
fall, we will be delivering three a day.” 
Admiral Land reminded that he was 
not speaking about launchings, but “T 
mean ships put into active war service 
our Victory Fleet.” 
Important interjecture in Admiral 
Land’s address was his declaration that 
in the post-war era “we shall not be sat- 
istied until the ships under our flag han- 
die at least one-half of the maritime af- 
fecting our nation.” 

Echoes of Admiral Land’s assertion in 
Boston that “we believe this job will be 
done as scheduled,” were heard from Rear | 
Adm. Howard L. Vickery, vice-chairman | 
of the Maritime Commission, in New 
York; Commissioner John M. Carmody, 
in New Orleans; Commissioner Edward 
Macauley, in San Francisco; and Com- 
missioner Thomas M. Woodward, in Chi- 
cago. 

The importance of ships in the war 
program was forcefully enunciated by 
Commissioner Woodward, who said, 
“General MacArthur, when he assumed 
command in Australia, put the problem 
squarely in front of us at home in saying 
that his success or failure depended on 
the ability of the United Nations to keep 
him supplied with a continuous stream 
of the materials of war.” 

Meanwhile, Commissioner Macauley 
reminded, “Australia is 10,000 miles 
away. To Libya and the vital Red Sea 
area by the long voyage around the 
southern tip of Africa is a trip of 10,000 
miles. Supplies to Russia travel over 
4,000 miles.” He said, “Ships that carried 
sugar are now hauling munitions; tank- 
ers transport aviation gasoline to our 
fliers in Australia instead of gas for the 
casual motorist on the East Coast: 
manganese ore and nitrates instead of 
coffee are on the ships arriving from 
South America.” 

And who will build the ships to sail 
these great distances with their impor- 
tant cargoes? Interesting answer comes 
from Commissioner Macauley who says 
it isn’t a question of “Can we do it?— 
We've got to do it.” He cites the develop- 
ment at New Orleans where four ship- 
ways are being laid down, each a mile 
long. The ships will be built on a moving 
assembling line, similiar to methods em- 
ployed in the automobile industry. 

Admiral Land in Boston took cogni- 
zance of the contributions of new ship- 
builders and said “they are giving older 
and more experienced shipbuilders some- 
thing to shoot at in the way of speed.” 
Admiral Land added, “A most philosoph- 
ical statement by Admiral Hart on his 
return from the war area in the Far East, 
is ‘The way to learn to fight is to | 
fight.’”” He paraphrased Admiral Hart’s 
statement and said, “The way to learn 
to build ships is to build ships. American 





They will continue to prove it.” 

“But building new ships is not all of 
this enormous war program,” Admiral 
Land asserted, He said that during the 
year which ended 1 April, 450 vessels 
were degaussed, 560 armed and provided 
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with guncrew quarters and work wa 
progressing on 120 others. He said 3 
Axis sabotaged vessels were repair 
and equipped at a cost of about $19. 
G00,000. 

War-Risk Insurance 

Recognizing that private  insurane 
companies have withdrawn almost ¢p. 
tirely from the field of writing war-righ 
insurance on hulls and noting that the 
War Shipping Administration had wy. 
ten a total insurance of $872,880,663 jy 
April as compared to $14,210,425 on 4 
Dec., 1941, the House this week pasgeg 
H. R, 314, which makes an appropriatigy 
of $210,000,000 for the marine and war. 
risk insurance fund. The fund is further 
supplemented by the receipts from pre- 
miums, salvage, and other recoveries, y 
Committee report informed. 

It is ultimately expected that more 
than a billion dollars in war-risk ingyy. 
ance will be covered by the Government. 

To maintain existing price levels of 
petroleum and to prevent war-inflate 
costs as a result of shipping, the War 
Shipping Administration will assume aj 
costs of the movement by vessel of ernde 
petroleum and petroleum products into 
the United States and between coastal 
and tidewater points in the United States 
over and above the maximum charter 
rates established by the Maritime Com 
mission on 20 Jan., 1942, or in effect o 
that date. 

Admiral Land this week announced 
the appointment of Mr. Lewis Douglas, 
who has been serving as chief adviser 
to the administrator, as Deputy Admip- 
istrator of the War Shipping Adminis 
tration. At the same time, Rear Admiral 
Vickery was appointed Deputy Adminis 
trator for new ships, 


Allotment-Allowances 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week recommended enactment of ab 
lotment-allowance legislation, while the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee met 
yesterday to consider recommendations 
of a subcommittee which has had the bill 
under consideration. 

The House committee, in reporting (0 
the full body, substituted a new Dill, H 
R. 7119, in place of much amended H. 2 
6848, both bills being introduced by Rep 
Edmiston, of W. Va. The House gro} 
struck out Title II, reduced the number 
of persons in class B who may be Col 
sidered as dependents, and clarified the 
allocation of the $25 to be deducted from 
the pay of a man who has both Class 4 
and B dependents.

Gen. MacArthur Praises Artillery 

General Douglas MacArthur, command 
ing general of the United Nations forces 
in the Southwest Pacific, said this week 
in a brief statement published in the 
Field Artillery Journal that American 
Army methods of using artillery proved 
their worth beyond question during the 
desperate fighting on Bataan Peninsula 
where American gunners repeatedly 
blocked and confused the Japanese by 
their daring tactics, 

General MacArthur said: 

“In many situations that seemed desperate 
the artillery has been a most vital factor. On 
every occasion where artillery was used with 
audacity the Japanese were checkmated and 
seemed completely bewildered, 

“The strong effect of massing artillery fire 
using a fire direction center connected with 
all) observation available has been 
proven beyond question, The 155 G, P. PF. (six 
inch guns) have been the most effective guns, 
with the maximum of mobility. I have used 
them in concentrations of large numbers, Par- 
ticularly when surprised, the enemy has been 
highly heavy artillery concen 
trations.” 

General MacArthur concluded with the 
statement that he had no suggestions to 
make as to any possible improvement on 
the methods taught by Army instructors 
at the Field Artillery School, Ft. Sill,

USS Lafayette to be Salvaged 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox re 
vealed this week that approval has been 
given to the proposal of a special com 
mittee that the USS Lafayette (Norman 
die) be salvaged. A Navy announcement 
said that preliminary work has started. 

The Navy said that the salvage of the 
USS Lafayette “will undoubtedly exceed 
in both magnitude and complexity any 
salvage operation hitherto undertaken.” 
The vessel now lies at an angle of 80O* 
on its port side, diagonally in the slip 
located between Piers SS and 90 in the 
North River, New York City. It is ex 
pected that from one to two years will 
be required for the execution of this task
